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NORTH SIDE NATATORIUM, SHOWING MAIN BUILDING AND WING.

HE city of Milwaukee has long been noted for its pro- 
gressiveness in municipal undertakings. Not the least im- 
portant are the means prepared for the pleasure, recreation and 
health of its citizens. Numerous parks of considerable extent, 
a zoological garden, a botanical garden, playgrounds well dis- 
tributed, two bathing beaches on the lake shore, two swimming 
pools in parks and four natatoriums (with a fifth contem- 

plated) are some of the results of this excellent policy. 

The fourth natatorium was completed at a cost of about 
$45,000, and opened to the public during the past summer. 
This is known as the North Side Natatorium and is located in 
the Thirteenth Ward at the corner of Center and Richard 


Streets. It occupies one corner of a lot owned by the city, 
the rest of which is used as a playground in summer and a 
skating rink in winter. This building has proved a model in 
so many respects that other cities have sent representatives to 
study it. Notable among these is Detroit, which plans to build 
five similar natatoriums. 

The structure consists of a main building containing the basin, 
showers, dressing-rooms, office, storerooms and _toilet-rooms, 
with a wing at one end containing living apartments for the 
Superintendent, the boiler-room, laundry, etc. The whole build- 
ing is two stories in height and has no basement, although the 
boiler-room floor is depressed below the street level several 
feet. The foundations are of concrete and the exterior walls 
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of hard-burned common brick. The interior walls are a 
pressed dark-buff brick. The front of the building has an orna- 
mental facade made up of heavy columns. The side walls of 
the main building have no openings of any kind, and the bare- 
ness of the surface is relieved by the building of recessed panels. 
The floors are made of reinforced concrete, as is also the roof. 
Structural steel trusses support the roof and serve to tie the 
walls together. The lighting of the bathing-room is accom- 
plished by means of a monitor roof extending the entire length 
of this room. Ventilation is secured by four ventilators in the 
ridge and also by windows in the sides and ends of the moni- 
tor, which are adjusted by operating devices from the floor 
of the gallery. 

The building is entered by a short flight of steps which lead 
to a small lobby. At the left of this is the office and Super- 
intendent’s room, where all persons register and are assigned 
to dressing-rooms. At the right is the men’s toilet, which is 
entered from the bathing-room. An iron stairway leads from 
the lobby to the dressing-rooms on the gallery floor. On this 
floor, at the front of the building, are the women’s toilet and 
the matron’s room. ; j 

The bathing-room can be entered from the main floor only 
through the Superintendent’s office. Its floor is about 16 inches 
below the floor of the office. This room contains the basin or 
plunge and shower baths. A 6-foot walk extends entirely 
around the basin. 

The plunge is 30 x 72 feet inside dimensions and the depth 
of the water varies from 2 feet 10 inches at one end to 7 
feet at the other. A parapet 18 inches high separates the basin 
from the walk and prevents the splashing over of water, and 
also serves as a safeguard against accidental immersions. The 
rim is topped with a concrete cap 6 inches thick. The walls of 
the plunge are constructed of common brick laid in cement. 
Over this was plastered % inch of asphalt, which was put on 
in several layers and makes an absolutely waterproof construc- 
tion. The lining of the walls is of white glazed brick laid in 
cement. The floor is of waterproofed concrete. At one end of 
the tank is a concrete shelf at the water level and in this is 
a screened opening leading to the sewer, through which the 
excess water may be carried off. 

The shower baths are arranged along one side and one 
end of the bathing-room and have their floors somewhat de- 
pressed to prevent slopping of the water onto the walk. Slate 
slabs held by an iron-pipe framework separate each shower. 
Each of these is about 3% x 4% feet. All the showers have 
open fronts with the exception of six, which are combination 
dressing-rooms and showers for the accommodation of women 
who do not desire to use the rest of the bath. Hot and cold- 
water pipes run along the wall over the showers and connect to 
sprinkler heads. 

At one corner of the bathing-room an iron stairway leads 
to the gallery above, where the dressing-rooms are located. 
There are 48 of these, 17 large ones in which several boys can 
dress at one time, and 31 smaller ones designed for the indi- 
vidual use of men, each of which is 3 feet 4 inches by 4 feet 
4 inches. The dressing-rooms are built with a framework of 
angle iron which supports sheet-metal partitions. The doors 
and a seat are of wood. 

The floor of the gallery slopes toward the opening over the 
plunge and terminates in a gutter which has its outer edge 
raised about 6 inches so that no water will run over. A sub- 
stantial iron railing surrounds the opening. The gallery is sup- 
ported on iron columns rising from the parapet of the pool. 

The boiler-room contains two low-pressure tubular boilers 
manufactured by W. A. Bowers, of Milwaukee, which supply 
heat for the building and hot water. A Clow heater is used 
for supplying most of the hot water. Coal is received in 
wagons and is dumped into vaults under the sidewalk, from 
which it is wheeled a short distance to the furnaces. The 
ashes are stored in another vault until such time as they can 
be removed. 

Over the boiler-room are the laundry and drying-room. A 
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water-motor washer is now used, but will soon be replaced by 
an electrically cperated machine. Ironing is now done by 
hand, but soon a machine will be installed for doing this. 

The building is lighted throughout by gas. 

The temperature of the building is maintained between 75 
deg. and 78 deg., and the water in the plunge between 70 deg. 
and 75 deg. As far as possible the water for the plunge is sup- 
plied from the heater and a 2-inch pipe is provided for this. 
However, when the tank is first filled it is sometimes necessary 
to heat by mixing steam with the water and provisions are 
made for this also. One objection to the steam method is that 
a certain amount of oil is carried into the water. After the 
water in the tank is at the desired temperature, the loss by 
radiation is made up by a %%-inch by-pass pipe connected 
around the main valve of the hot-water line. Water in the 
showers is turned on and the temperature regulated to suit the 
individual by an attendant. This prevents waste of water and 
danger of burning. 

Rules and Regulations for the Government of the Public Nata- 
toriums of the City of Milwaukee 


Rule 1.—The Natatorium will be open to the public for bathing 
from 7 o’clock a. m. to 11:30 o’clock a. m. and from 2 o’clock p. m. 
to 8:30 p. m. during the months of June, July and August. During 
the remaining months of the year the opening hour will be 9 
o’clock a. m.

Rule 2.—The Natatorium will be open on Sunday inornings from 
6 o’clock a. m. to 9:30 o’clock a. m. during June, July, August 
and September. During the remaining months of the year the 
opening hour will be 8 o’clock a. m. 

Rule 3.—The use of the Natatorium on Wednesdays and Fridays 
will be reserved for females. 

Rule 4.—Boys attending school will be permitted to bathe from 
4 o’clock p. m. to 6 o’clock p. m. Thursdays and from 9 o’clock 
a. m. to 11:30 a. m. Saturdays during the school season, and dur- 
ing vacation every Thursday and Saturday forenoon. This rule 
will also apply to school girls on the respective days reserved for 
females. 

Rule 5.—The use of the Natatorium on Tuesday and Sunday is 
strictly for men only. 

Rule 6.—Bathers unable to swim, before entering the basin, 
should ask the Superintendent or his assistant to instruct them 
in regard to the shallow water limits. 

Rule 7.—Bathers will not be allowed to occupy the showers or 
bathroom for a period exceeding thirty minutes each day, and 
should leave the rooms in a clean condition. 

Rule 8.—Persons having skin diseases or ulcerations must 
confine themselves to the use of the shower baths only. 

Rule 9.—All persons must make use of the shower baths 
before entering basin. The use of soap in the basin is strictly 
forbidden. 

Rule 10.—Gentlemanly behavior will be insisted 
times and any misbehavior or violation of the 
punished by expulsion from the building. 

Rule 11.—Profane or boisterous language, hallowing, whistling, 
the use of tobacco in any form, spitting in the basin or on the 
floors, writing on the walls and unnecessary splashing of water 
is strictly forbidden. 

Rule 12.—No person

will be permitted to enter the baths unless 
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decently attired. Parties not in possession of bathing’ suits or 
towels can rent same at the office. 

Rule 13.—Bathers must assume all risks of loss of property not 
deposited at the: office. : 

Rule 14.—Diving or jumping from galleries, tie rods or trusses is 
strictly prohibited. 

Rule 15.—Permission must be obtained from the board of public 
works or superintendent before using bathtub. 

Rule 16.—Persons must take room or rooms which are assigned 
to them by the assistant in charge of rooms. 

Rule 17.—Any injury or defacement of the property of the 
Natatorium will result in the arrest and legal prosecution of the 
offender. 

BY ORDER OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The above rules give a good idea of the method employed in 
conducting the Natatorium. Its use is absolutely free to the 
public and the expense is met by the general taxes. Three male 
attendants, a matron and a fireman are required in the running 
of it. The Superintendent is William F. Frey, and his as- 
sistants are Edw. Swan and Edw. Liedner; the fireman is 
Ernst Demin, and the matron is Aretta Miller. The men are 
on duty all the time and, besides supervising the visitors, keep 
the place clean and neat and watch that no one is injured. The 
matron is present only on those days that women are allowed. 

For those persons who do not have their own supplies the 
Superintendent is allowed to provide. This is at his own ex- 
pense, and he is allowed any returns from this source. The

office on first floor 
charge is limited to 10 cents, which includes bathing costume, 
two towels and soap. Small cakes of new soap are supplied, and 
no person is allowed to use soap previously used by another. 
This is a good sanitary provision. The costume worn consists 
of breech clouts for the men and complete bathing suits for 
the women. 

The office is provided with a number of metal boxes in 
which patrons may store their valuables free of charge while in 
the bath. This makes unnecessary the having of locks on the 
dressing-room doors, which has been found to work unsatis- 
factorily in the older natatoriums. 

It will be noticed by a reading of the rules that on Mondays 
the Natatorium is not open to the public. This is general 
cleaning day. On this day, as also on Thursday, the water is 
removed from the tank and fresh water supplied. On the other 
days part of the water is changed by letting fresh water run in 
On Mondays the entire building is thoroughly 
The floors are covered with lye 
Besides 


for four hours. 
renovated and disinfected. 
and both floors and walls are thoroughly scrubbed. 
this thorough weekly cleaning the building is subjected to a 
daily mopping out. The construction employed in the building 
makes it possible to maintain it in a thoroughly sanitary con- 
dition and also renders it fireproof. 

The location of the Natatorium is in a section of the city 
largely occupied by what may be termed the middle class, 
although not far away is quite a neighborhood of Polish peo- 
ple. The section is not densely populated as yet, and the peo- 
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ple have not become accustomed to using the privileges here 
as at the older institutions. Still, it is of great service in the 
community, as is evidenced by the numbers which avail them- 
selves of the opportunity. The greatest number of baths in 
one day was in August, when nearly 4,000 people were regis- 
tered. In winter the number drops off, with a maximum of 
about 1,500 and a minimum of about 400. The school children 
are always present when the baths are open to them, and in the 
summer time boys often try to come in twice in the same day. 
Of the total number of visitors about one-fifth are females. 

This natatorium is doing a great service in the city and is a 
credit to the Board of Public Works and particularly so to 
Albert Grundman, Commissioner in Charge of Public Grounds 
and Buildings. The architect was Mr. H. Messmer. 





PASADENA SEWAGE FARM 


WE have already described, in an issue of two or three years 
ago, the sewage farm on which Pasadena, Cal., disposes of all 
its sewage. Through the courtesy of Mr. S. J. Van Ornum, 
the City Engineer, we are able to present the figures for the 
year ending June 30, 1909, and a general statement concerning 
the present method of operating the plant. 

For the twelve months previous to that date the total income 
and total maintenance were as follows:

This leaves a net income of $3,155, but does not allow for 
interest on the investment, depreciation, etc. The total invest- 
ment in plant up to June 30, 1909, had been:

Of this total $21,025 was for expenses other than land, and 
may be assumed to have a depreciation of, say, 10 per cent, 
or about $2,100 a year. Four per cent on the investment would 
amount to about $4,200, the two totaling to about $6,300. 

It would appear from this that the farm is actually costing the 
city about $3,000 a year. This certainly seems a very moderate 
sum to pay for the disposal of the sewage from a town of 
20,000 population. Moreover, it is possible that the value of 
the land appreciates by this amount (less than 4 per cent on 
its original cost), so that the net cost of the treatment is 
nothing at all. Certainly, it seems to be a successful example 
of sewage treatment from a sanitary point of view, and one 
which, we believe, shows a larger income than any other in 
this country, and perhaps in any other. 

Of the 515.6 acres which now comprise the Pasadena sewage 
farm, 55.6 were purchased in 1909 at a cost of $23,000, and 
have not yet been brought into an income yielding condition. 
It is the intention to plant oranges on this part of the farm, 
which should in a few years cause it to produce a good in- 
come, although it would yield none for the first four or five 
years, 


About tro acres of the farm were planted to English wal- 
nuts, and barley, wheat, corn and pumpkins were raised on the 
balance of the area. 
the sewage is allowed to run on a given section for from four 
to ten days, the ground being either cultivated or plowed as 
soon afterwards as it is sufficiently dried out. This turning 
up of the soil permits the thorough oxidation of the organic 
matter, and is said to prevent the clogging of the soil. They 
have found that the amount of sewage which a given area of 
ground will absorb is thereby greatly increased, and that no 
odors are perceptible after the ground has been cultivated or 
plowed. Mr. Van Ornum considers this a very important 
point in the management of a sewage farm.

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BOSTON REFUSE DISPOSAL REPORT 


Unusually Complete Figures of Quantities of Refuse Collected — Difficulties of Compelling Separation by 
Householders — Advantages and Costs of Destructors — Form for Collection and Disposal Contract 


On November 8, 1908, Geo. A. Hibbard, then Mayor of Bos- 
ton, appointed a commission consisting of Messrs. Bangs, Good- 
nough, Huddell, Sedgwick, Young and Emerson to investigate 
and advise the city upon a method of collecting and disposing 
by contract of all the city refuse. Before it had been able to 
report a new city charter became operative which precluded the 
city from making such a contract until after the election of the 
new city government. Negotiations which had been begun were 
necessarily stopped and the parties who were considering tak- 
ing such a contract were unwilling to wait until February of 
this year for a renewal of negotiations, so that they were termi- 
nated. The Commission, however, continued this work, and on 
Jan. 31 submitted a report of 32 pages which quite thoroughly 
covered the ground. This report describes the existing condi- 
tions in the city; discusses the general status, in the various 
cities of the country, of the collection and disposal of municipal 
refuse of various kinds, and makes recommendations for the 
future action of the city of Boston. 

Among other statistics obtained concerning conditions in 
Boston they determined the quantities of refuse which were 
being collected in the various sanitary districts of the city for 
the entire year ending Jan. 31, 1909, which table is presented 
herewith. 

In general, the refuse of Boston is collected in two classes, 
garbage forming one of these, and all inoffensive matter, gen- 
erally known as ashes and rubbish, constituting the other. 
Owing, however, to the large quantity of combustible material 
in the second class, a third separation was begun some years 
ago in some sections of the city, this combustible matter being 
collected separately. As is the case in most cities, refuse from 
markets is not collected by the city employees, although it is 
disposed of in connection with the city wastes when delivered 
to the city. 

In general, collection in the suburban districts is made by 
contract, and in the more thickly settled and business districts 
by day labor. The day labor force consists of 607 men and 260 
horses. The city maintains a shop employing 38 mechanics 
for manufacturing and repairing the equipment. The total 
tonnage collected by day labor in 1908 was 320,047, which cost 
an average of $2.03 per ton. ‘In the suburban districts of East 
3oston, Dorchester, West Roxbury and Brighton, all classes of 
refuse are collected by contract; 133 men and 88 horses having 
been employed by the contractors in 1908 for collecting 83,720 
tons. The total cost of collecting and disposing of this was at 
the average rate of $1.10 per ton. Some of the contractors 


made an outside profit by feeding the garbage to swine; on the 
other hand, their hauls are much longer than the average hauls 
of the city collectors. 

In 1908, 28 per cent of the ashes and rubbish was dumped at 
sea beyond the harbor limits, the remaining being dumped in 
various parts of the city. Of the 78,615 tons of garbage 67,454 
were treated by the reduction process on an island in the har- 
bor by the New England Sanitary Product Company, the re- 
maining, about 14 per cent of the total collected, being used by 
contractors to a large extent for feeding swine beyond the city 
limits. Of combustible waste and refuse, 12,050 tons were 
burned in a refuse destructor in the city, after all valuable 
material had been removed by sorting. The ashes from the 
destructors were carried to sea with the other refuse. The 
market wastes from the downtown section of the city amounted 
to 9,382 tons and are included in the table. These are not 
treated, but dumped at sea with the ashes and other refuse. 
The New England Sanitary Product Company, which disposes 
of 86 per cent of the garbage collected, obtaining therefrom 
grease and tankage, receives from the city $52,400 a year, the 
contract expiring on Jan. 1, 1912. 

The city pays $5,500 annually to the City Refuse Utilization 
Company under a contract which expired on Sept. 15, 1908, but 
which has been renewed with the privilege of terminating it 
upon 30 days’ notice from either party. In addition to this 
the city pays $11,500 per year as rental for the property where 
the company’s plant is located. This company disposes of com- 
bustible waste and refuse, amounting in 1908, as stated above, to 
12,050 tons. 

In 1908 this refuse was collected by 12 parties holding con- 
tracts with the city, seven being for collection of ashes and 
waste at rates varying from 64 to 78 cents per ton; the other 
five for the collection of offal at rates varying from 74 cents to 
$1.83 per ton. The cost of disposal during that year averaged 
78 cents per ton for garbage and 49 cents for combustible re- 
fuse. As the latter are lump sum payments, the rate per ton is 
probably decreasing. 

In discussing the separation of refuse by the householder, the 
Commission states: 

“Especially in the tenement house districts, which are extending 
rapidly, and where each house has common receptacles for waste, 
it is almost impossible to place the responsibility for non-separa- 
tion. The increasing failure to enforce the separation gives each 
year a larger proportion of ashes and paper, containing a mixture 


of decomposed and otherwise offensive or dangerous materials, 
which cause a serious nuisance when placed on inland dumps.

The Commission has discussed with the Police Department the 
practicability of enforcing the separation of garbage from ashes 
and other waste to such a degree as is necessary to prevent this 
foul or organic matter from being deposited on the dumps about 
the city or in the waters of the harbor, and thus to facilitate its 
continued disposal by reduction; but the results indicate that 
the enforcement of efficient separation is likely to be difficult, 
and in any case can be effected only by a large amount of 
police work and, probably, numerous prosecutions. 

In relation to destructors for burning at high temperature 
combined city wastes, the Commission states that: 

The cost of these plants varies with the circumstances of the 
location, but those already constructed in America range from 
$36,000 to $68,000 for a four-cell plant, with a capacity of from 
50 to 60 tons per 24 hours. In the case of the higher price, how- 
ever, the cost of the building was greatly increased by the neces- 
sity for the construction of a long approach. 

The cost of operation under conditions obtaining in this country 
has thus far been found to be much greater than in Europe. In 
the works thus far installed, which are for the most part of small 
size, it has ranged from $1 to $1.25. per ton of refuse burned. As 
an offset to this cost a very considerable income is usually derived 
from the employment of surplus power and some times a small 
additional amount from the sale of the clinker produced. 

As in most cases, however, it is found that in Boston the 
initial expenditure for construction need not be incurred all at 
once, but only a few units need be built at one time, additional 
ones to be added as needed in the future. 

The advantages of the disposal of municipal waste by the 
modern destructor, so far as concerns the City of Boston, are: 

1. Separation is avoided and all of the wastes could be col- 
lected together, with a consequent diminution of annoyance to 
householders and a saving in cost of collection. 

2. Mixing the garbage with the ashes and other waste will 
tend to reduce odors from the garbage in warm weather. 

3. The entire waste can be reduced to innocuous clinker and 
ashes, and danger of nuisance or injury to the public health 
prevented. 

4. The works can be located in various parts of the city con- 
venient to the areas from which the material is to be collected, 
reducing the length of haul and consequent cost of collection. 

5. The nuisance from inland dumps and the pollution of the 
seashore can be entirely avoided. 

The disadvantage of this method is its vost. It would prob- 
ably, with the best of management, increase the present cost 
of refuse disposal by about 75 cents per ton, making due allow- 
ance for the saving arising from the disuse of present methods. 
There would be a further saving, in some localities, arising from 
the sale or use of surplus power and from the sale of clinker. 


The negotiations with parties for disposing of the city re- 
fuse, referred to at the beginning of this article, had in mind 
a combined reduction and incinerating plant on Spectacle 
Island, and included the collection as well as the disposal of all 
the refuse of the city. There would be collecting stations at 
various places from which the material would be transported to 
points along the waterfront, whence it would be carried in 
scows to the plant. The plan contemplated utilizing the power 
produced by the incineration of the rubbish, for the reduction 
of the garbage, which was still to be kept separate from the 
other wastes. It was the idea that thus the economies of both 
systems might be taken advantage of, the power from the in- 
cinerator being thus used and the grease and tankage from the 
garbage furnishing a cash income. This plan of combining the 


methods has, it is believed, never been tried, but would appear, 
from casual consideration, to offer many advantages. 


It would 
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involve a large outlay for original construction, but would dis- 
pose of all the refuse, which is not the case when a reduction 
plant alone is employed. Its operation would entail both tech- 
nical skill of a high order and commercial good management, 
including a negotiating capacity in the sale of products. The 
Commission, therefore, considers that, whether or not this 
would be a desirable plan under private management, it would 
be undesirable for a municipal plant. 


In conclusion, the Commission recommends the disposal of 
the city’s entire waste by burning in modern incinerators of 
the so-called English “destructor” type, operated by forced 
draught and at a temperature of not less than 1,500 deg. Fahr., 
such destructors to be introduced gradually, beginning with 
the district in which the need is most urgent and extending 
to other districts of the city as required. Each destructor 
should be so designed as to be capable of enlargement with a 
minimum of interference and expense. 


As an appendix to the report the Commission presents an out- 
line for a general contract for the collection and disposal of 
refuse, which would also be applicable in most of its details, as 
well as in its general principles, to any other city. We, there- 
fore, present this outline below, omitting from it such clauses 
and sections as apply to local conditions and laws only. 


Recommendations as to the Contents of any General Contract 


for the Collection and Disposal of Refuse 


1. The scope of the contract should be clearly defined. The 
classes of refuse that shall be taken and that shall not be taken 
should be specified, as well as the classes of buildings from which 
refuse shall be taken, and the classes of buildings from which 
refuse shall not be taken, except on payment by the producers 
of the refuse. And the contract should also provide that the 
contractor shall remove other refuse upon payment to him of 
a fixed or of a maximum fee per load, barrel or other measure. 
The contract should further provide that the contractor shall 
receive at his transportation stations, and convey thence for 
disposal with the other refuse, such refuse as may be brought 
there by persons other than the contractor, and should fix a 
maximum charge per load, barrel or other measure, which may 
be made by the contractor for such receipt and disposal. This 
provision, however, should be modified to meet the actual condi- 
tions under which the contractor proposes to do his work; as, for 
instance, if he should have one transportation station for com- 
bustible refuse alone, he should not be obliged to receive at that 
station refuse of a different character which might interfere with 
his work. 

2. The contract should contain a provision that the city does 
not represent itself to be the owner of the refuse, and that failure 
on the part of the producers of refuse to allow the contractor 
to have it shall not make the city liable to the contractor, nor 
be held to justify the contractor’s default in fulfilling any of 
the requirements of the contract. 

3. If the method to be employed by the contractor requires more 
than one separation, the contract should contain a provision 
that failure on the part of the householders, or others, to 
separate the refuse, from whatever cause arising, shall not be 
held to justify the contractor’s default in fulfilling any of the 
requirements of the contract. 


4. The contract should provide that the system and appli- 
ances used by the contractor shall be such as will give at all 
times a satisfactory quality of work and results. and if It 
appear at any time that such quality is not given, the city may 
order the contractor to make such changes as will result in 
the desired standard of efficiency, and the contractor shall 
promptly conform to such order; but the failure of the city to 
make such order shall not be held to relieve the contractor from 
any of his obligations under the contract. 

* 5. The contract should contain a provision that the con- 
tractor shall employ competent workmen for their respective 
services and shall, when so required by the Superintendent of 
Streets, discharge any disorderly, insubordinate or incompetent 
employee. None but skilled workmen shall be employed on work 
requiring special qualifications. The contractor shall employ 
competent foremen in sufficient numbers to supervise the work. 
Housing and boarding accommodations provided by the contractor 
for his employees shall conform to the regulations of the city in 
regard to structural fitness, minimum air space per capita and 
maintenance in a sanitary condition. Facilities for bathing, 
including an ample supply of hot water, shall be furnished by 
the contractor for his workmen, and suitable regulations for in- 
suring the cleaning of workmen engaged in specially dirty work, 
and the washing and drying of their clothes, shall be made and 
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enforced by the contractor. The contractor’s employees shall 
be provided by him with suitable uniforms of such distinctive 
character, approved by the Superintendent of Streets, as will 
enable the wearers to be readily identified. Sufficient changes of 
uniforms must be provided, so that the employees shall maintain 
a neat and satisfactory appearance at all times. 


6. The contract should provide that the carts and wagons used 
by the contractor shall be of patterns approved by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, that they shall be kept neatly painted and 
properly cleaned and shall bear in legible characters, conspic- 
uously displayed, the name of the contractor and a distinctive 
number for each cart or wagon. None but metal vehicles shall 
be used for the collection of garbage. The horses used by the 
contractor shall be well fed, groomed and otherwise adequately 
cared for at all times. No draft horse weighing less than fourteen 
hundred pounds shall be used. 


7. The contract should specify the number of times a week 
that the various classes of refuse shall be removed from the 
premises of the producers of it, or should contain a provision 
that the Superintendent of Streets may regulate this matter 
from time to time according to the seasons, the needs of the 
various districts of the city, or other causes influencing the 
desirability of a more or less frequent collection. 


8. The contract should provide that the contractor may treat 
the refuse received by him in such a manner as he may see fit, 
provided that such treatment shall be sanitary and inoffensive, 
and that the refuse shall be destroyed or rendered thoroughly 
harmless and unobjectionable. The necessary plants for these 
purposes may be located at any place or places approved by the 
Superintendent of Streets; but the contractor will be held 
responsible for any damage arising from his operations in this, 
as in all other respects, and shall have no claim upon the city 
in the event of his having to find new locations for such plants 
or any of them. The contractor may use inland dumps for dis- 
posing of refuse free from manure, garbage, paper and putres- 
cible or combustible matter. The condition of such dumps must 
be at all times satisfactory to the Superintendent of Streets, and 
no refuse shall be transported to dumps within the city unless 
their location has been approved by him. No floating material 
and no garbage, nor any solid refuse of garbage after being sub- 
jected to treatment, except through incineration at a high tem- 
perature, nor any offensive liquid, shall be dumped or discharged 
by the contractor into waters within the city. : 

11. The contract should provide that in case of emergencies, 
such as fire, flood, etc., the contractor may, without additional 
cost to the city, use such methods for collecting, removing and 
disposing of refuse as may be approved by the Superintendent of 
Streets, and for such time as he may specify; but if in any other 
case the contractor shall fail to collect, remove and dispose of 
the whole or any portion of the city refuse as required by the 
contract, the Superintendent of Streets may give notice thereof 
in writing to the contractor; and if such failure shall continue 
after such notice for more than forty-eight hours, the city, using 
any labor or materials and, at its option, the whole or any part 
of the equipment and plant of the contractor, may do the work 
which the contractor fails to do, and the city may deduct from 
any sums due or to become due to the contractor under the 
contract the amount expended by it in performing such work, 
on the certificate of the Superintendent of Streets, and such 
certificate shall be conclusive as to all facts stated therein. The 
provisions contained in this article are not to exclude other 
remedies for breach of this contract. 

12. In case of any difference of opinion between the contractor 
and the city, not affecting matters left in the contract to the 
decision of the Superintendent of Streets or expressly excluded 
from consideration, it should be provided that such difference 
shall be left to arbitration in the usual form, the arbitrators to be 
in the usual manner, and the reasonable expense of 
to be placed by the arbitrators upon both or

either of the parties to the contract, as shall appear to the 
arbitrators to be just. 
18. There should be included in the contract a schedule of 


deductions in the nature of liquidated damages, which the 
Superintendent of Streets shall have power to order taken from 
the periodical payments to the contractor, in cases of small 
omissions and failures on his part to perform the contract to the 
satisfaction of such Superintendent. As, for instance: 

1. Neglecting to remove refuse, $........ per house. 
2. Carts or wagons not covered, overloaded, not kept reason- 


ably clean, or in need of painting or marking, $........ each. 
3. Garbage kept longer than........ hours before removal from 
wharf or other place of deposit, $........ per load. 
4. Refuse spilled and not immediately cleaned up, $........

5. Neglect to replace refuse receptacles, $...... 
6. Failure to wear the prescribed uniform, or wearing uniform 
in unsatisfactory condition, $......

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SLUDGE DISPOSAL METHODS 


Discussion of Various Methods in Use—Ultimate Disposal— 
Conversion Into Fertilizer—Depositing at Sea—Prepara- 
tion for Disposal—Pressing—Burial—Air Drying 


Abstract of paper by W. C. Easdale before Institution of Municipal 
Engineers (England). 

Ir we take the most comprehensive and authoritative report 
which has been issued on this subject, the fifth report of the 
Royal Commission on Sewage Disposal, we find that they 
devote 24 pages to detailed descriptions of the following differ- 
ent methods of sludge disposal: Conversion into marketable 
manure, depositing at sea, sludge pressing, shallow burial in 
ground, lagooning or air-drying, spreading over land, and 
burning. It should, however, be noted that, although practi- 
cally every other matter dealt with in the report is referred to 
in the summary of conclusions and recommendations at the 
end of the report, no reference whatever is made to sludge 
disposal. It would seem that the Royal Commission, in spite 
of all the information they had obtained, did not feel justified 
in making any definite recommendations in connection with this 
most important matter. 

Taking the various methods in the order given, it may be 
observed that the conversion of sludge into a marketable 
manure is a genuine disposal, as the final result of the process 
is that the products are actually taken away and got rid of. 
If the various operations involved are carried out under prop- 
erly qualified management they are usually free from nuisance. 
Incidentally, it may -be remarked that the effluent from this 
process alone, without further treatment, is of a very high 
quality, especially in its freedom from suspended matters, so 
that under certain circumstances, such as a discharge into a 
large volume of water, the cost of any further purification in 
filters or on land would be avoided. On the other hand, the 
cost of the process is high. It is true that the income from 
the sale of the manure should be set off against the expendi- 
ture, but, as the Royal Commission observe, if the process 
were adopted in a large number of places the greatly increased 
production would naturally tend to lower the market price 
of the manure. 

The next method of depositing at sea is also a real dis- 
posal, as the sludge is actually got rid of, but it can only 
be economically carried out when dealing with large volumes 
and in places where the sewage works are situated in prox- 
imity to wharves at which the sludge can be delivered direct 
on to the boats. 

METHOD OF PREPARATION 


Although sludge pressing is mentioned in the report as a 
method of disposal, it is not actually correctly designated. It 
is in reality simply a method of preparation with a view to 
subsequent disposal to farmers, and it is in this respect that 
it so frequently fails. There are a number of places where it 
is readily disposed of when given away ftee of charge; in 
others it is possible to sell it; and the Royal Commission, in 
working out comparisons of cost, have assumed that it can 
be sold at 6d per ton for the pressed cake. On the other hand, 
in a number of places it has been found impossible to dispose 
of it in any way, and huge accumulations have resulted on 
some sewage works. Further, it is only chemically precipitated 
sludge that can be successfully pressed. 

The sludge from septic or sedimentation tanks requires the 
addition of a very large quantity of lime, in one case twice 
as much as for ordinary chemical precipitation, to render it 
suitable for pressing. There is generally a considerable 
nuisance from smell in the press-house, and if the pressed 
cake is exposed to the air in wet weather it is liable to become 
putrid and offensive, so that works of this kind should be 
situated as far as possible from any habitation if complaint 
of nuisance is to be avoided. 

Shallow burial in the ground has not been adopted so far 
in many places, but where the conditions are suitable it is a 
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cheap and effective method of disposal. It necessitates a suit- 
able light, porous soil, at the rate of from one to two acres 
per 1000 tons of wet sludge. The sludge is run into trenches 
(which should be cut some time beforehand, so that the soil 
may be dry) and immediately covered over with earth. Later, 
when fairly dry, the area may be plowed and either cropped 
or used again for sludge. In wet weather the trenches, both 
empty and full, require a long time to dry, and where the 
sludge is of an offensive nature a local nuisance may easily 
arise. 


LAGOONING OR AiIR-DRYING 


Lagooning or air-drying is also not a real method of dis- 
posal, but rather a preparation for disposal by spreading on 
land either at the works or by the neighboring farmers. It 
consists of running the sludge on to draining beds and allow- 
ing it to remain there until it becomes dry enough to be re- 
moved by spade. The Royal Commission have a very poor 
opinion of this method, but I think this must be due to a 


misconception which is indicated by the use of the two words. 


“lagooning” and “air-drying” as alternative descriptions of 
the same thing. The usual methods of lagooning consist in 
filling beds or lagoons, in most cases without drainage, with 
sludge to a depth of 48 in. or more. It is obvious that a layer 
of this thickness must take a long time to dry by draining, 
and that very little “air-drying” can take place. Personally, 
I consider this method one of the most satisfactory when 
the drying beds are suitably constructed, of a large area, and 
provided with ample means of drainage, and are properly 


managed. I have already elsewhere written very fully on this 
subject, and can only briefly state here that, in my opinion, 


the sludge should be drawn off from the tanks at frequent 
intervals in small quantities and spread over the beds in a 
thin layer; further, that there should be a sufficient area of 
the beds to permit each layer to become dry and be removed 
before the next layer is run on. By drawing off the sludge 
frequently it does not become so foul, and when properly dried 
in the way I have described it can be utilized by farmers or 
spread over the ground of the works without creating a 
nuisance. 

The next method mentioned by the Royal Commission— 
spreading the wet sludge over jand—is not in very general use, 
and it is pointed out that sludge which gives rise to little or 
so that this method could only 
be adopted where the land used for the purpose is far re- 
moved from houses or public roads, or the sludge is first 
deodorized by the addition of lime or some other suitable 
substance. 

3urning of sludge can only be resorted to where refuse 
destructors are in use, and even then involves the pressing 
of the sludge before it is mixed with the house refuse. From 
this it will be gathered that the cost of the process is high, but 
there is a by-product in the form of clinker, and the sludge is, 
at any rate, entirely got rid of. 

In addition to these methods there is another, not mentioned 
by the Royal Commission, of mixing the sludge with house 
refuse. The mixture dries at a fairly rapid rate, there is very 
little, if any, nuisance from smell, and the result is a good 
manure, easily handled, and suitable for sale to farmers.

It now ap- 
pears that at least one city, namely, Milwaukee, is still farther 
below the average than Baltimore, Mr. Thomas J. Willis, 
Municipal Reference Librarian of that city, being the authority 
for this statement. 
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LOS ANGELES RESERVOIR 


Banks Treated With Crude Oil—Five Acres of Roof Sup- 
ported by Concrete Columns and Girders— 
Twelfth Reservoir

Los ANGELES has just completed another addition to the al- 
ready extensive reservoir system controlled by the city Water 
Department. This is a matter that has occupied for some time 
past much attention from the Water Department of Los 
Angeles. The average consumption of the city is 48,000,000 
gallons per 24 hours. Rains of the past three years have given 
an ample underground supply of pure water, making it unneces- 
sary to use surface river flow; but the water supply is obtained 
from tunnels and infiltration galleries under Los Angeles River 
at a point near Burbank and at Crystal Springs. A system of 
conservation reservoirs has been established and is _ being 
added to as occasion arises and necessity demands. The reser- 
voirs now in use are:

Crystal Springs to the Buena Vista low-gravity reservoir by 
a 44-inch steel main, a gravity line, 4 miles long. From the 52- 
inch conduit it is led by branch main of 30-inch steel to the Ely- 
sian high-gravity reservoir, and from the 44-inch main by tunnel 
and conduit to the Bellevue reservoir. The Silver Lake reser- 
voir is so situated that by use of tunnels and pipe lines it can be 
made to supply both high and low-gravity systems when needed. 

The main pumping station for the low-gravity and the Hill 
service supplies is in Elysian Park and consists of an 18-inch 
and 48-inch compound Risden pump, which is used for lifting 
the water 114 feet from a shaft connected to the tunnel under 
the river into the Elysian high-gravity reservoir. This pump 
has a capacity of 4,900,000 gallons in 12 hours. An 18 and 48- 
inch compound Snow pump is used for forcing water from the 
Elysian high gravity to the Solano Hill service reservoir, 230 
feet higher than the pump. This pump has a capacity of 
7,000,000 gallons in 12 hours. There is an auxiliary pump for 
emergency and two batteries of four boilers each. Other 
pump stations are: Pallocks and Head Works, drawing from 
wells 150 feet deep in the river, each plant having a capacity of 
4,000.000 gallons in the 12 hours; Slauson avenue and Compton 


and Slauson and Figueroa, drawing from wells 150 feet deep, 
each having a 4,000,000 capacity in 24 hours. 
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FIRST STAGES OF CONCRETE WORK 


The latest reservoir construction, which is the twelfth, is the 
“Highland Park” reservoir for the high-gravity system. This 
has a capacity of 25,000,000 gallons, covers. an area of five acres 
and has an average depth of 18 feet. The Water Department 
owns 10!% acres at this site and will permit use of the surplus 
land by the Playground Commission of the Park Department. 

The reservoir was constructed partly in excavation and partly 
in embankment. The embankment was made 8 feet wide on 
top with inside slope of 2 to 1 and outside slope of 2% to T. 
The excavation was made by Fresno and wheel scrapers and by 
wagons and amounted to somewhat more than the total yardage 
of the embankments, the surplus material being used to fill in 
the surrounding land, which was thus brought to about the same 
elevation as the top of the embankment on all sides. In con- 
structing the embankment the material was deposited in layers 
4 to 6 inches thick and all the teaming was done over this, 
being continually diverted to fresh tracks so that the action of 
the hoofs of the mules and the wagon wheels compacted all 
portions. Meantime the embankment was kept well sprinkled 
by means of three lines of hose. 

When the excavation and the embankment had been com- 
pleted and the banks had been dressed to the finished slope they 
were swept down lightly to remove the surplus loose earth, and 
light crude oil which had been brought to the boiling point was 
poured on the slope with sprinkling cans. This was allowed to 
soak in and dry out for a week and then a second coat of oil 
was added. Light oil was found to be most suitable as it soaked 
well into the earth. Experiments had previously been made of 
spreading fine sand on the slopes after placing the oil thereon; 
but this was found unsatisfactory, as the sand merely formed a 
crust which pealed off later. The method described as finally 
adopted has so far been found perfectly satisfactory and no 
other lining has been used. The first coat required to barrels of 
oil for an area of 80 by 30 feet, and about one-half that quan- 
tity for the second coat. Ten thousand gallons of oil were 
used for this purpose. Oil cost 95 cents a barrel, and the labor 
of applying the same was four men, four hours each, a total 
labor cost of $4.75. 

An important feature of the work was the roof and the 
columns which supported it. The columns and girders were 
of reinforced concrete. The columns, which number 305, 
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are 12 inches square and rest on a base 30 inches square 
at the bottom and 16 inches at the top. The girders are 
8 inches wide by 14 inches deep, and the longest is 501 
feet in length. The columns are spaced 16 feet apart and 
each line of columns supports a line of reinforced concrete 
girders, on which rest roof trusses of 40-foot span composed of 
2 by 6-inch pine trusses spaced 8 feet apart. The columns and 
girders in each row were all poured at one time, this requiring 
25 men for 7 hours. The forms for the piers were composed of 
rough lumber which was later used for roofing boards. To 
prevent trouble in removing the forms from the concrete and to 
keep the surface of the latter clean and smooth, the forms were 
thoroughly painted inside with soft soap before being put to- 
gether, which effected the desired result. 

The reinforcement of the beams consisted of two rows of 
¥g-inch square rods lapped two feet over each column, and that 
of the columns consisted of four 3-inch square rods in each 
column. The concrete was mixed one part cement to seven 
parts of gravel and sand, the latter being obtained from an ad- 
joining river bed. A 12-inch concrete wall was extended around 
the inside of the berm of the reservoir. The total amount of

cement used was 2,000 barrels. The roof required 225,000 feet 
of lumber, one by 12-inch pine boards being used for the roofing 
boards. The entire roof, having an area of 8 acres, was painted 
with red metallic paint mixed into a paste with linseed oil and 
thinned down to painting consistency with light crude oil and 
applied with whitewash brushes. The cost of this painting was 
65 cents per square. 

A system of vitrified clay pipes is laid on the floor of the 
reservoir to permit regulation of the flow of the water and pre- 
vent stagnation in the reservoir. The department is also in- 
stalling, in connection with the reservoir, a new pumping sta- 
tion, the building for which is constructed of reinforced con- 
crete poured so as to make the walls monolithic. This station 
is 40 by 60 feet in outside dimensions. 

The cost of the entire work was about $29,000. It was con- 
structed by day labor under the direction of Robt. Neisse, as 
foreman, and Wm. Mulholland, as superintendent. About four 
months were occupied in the construction. 
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WORK ON HIGHLAND PARK RESERVOIR TAKING SHAPE 
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A Municipal Reference Bureau 


Tue Grand Rapids, Mich., Board of Trade ha: a Municipal 
Affairs Committee which is apparently doing active work for 
general municipal betterment. Its latest move is the estab- 
lishment, on January 11 last, of a Municipal Reference Bureau 
in the Board of Trade. In this Bureau are assembled maps, 
photographs, pamphlets and other material which have a bear- 
ing on civil and social problems. Here also is kept a small 
civic library, and civic magazines, newspapers and reports, city 
bulletins and like periodical matter are kept on file. 

This material is designed primarily for the use of the mem- 
bers of the committee and the Board of Trade, but it is the 
intention to make the information as accessible as possible to 
all. Before the Bureau had been in existence more than a 


week or two it was being called upon from several quarters. 
A series of exhibits from this Bureau will be used for illus- 
trating lectures which are to be delivered in one of the school 
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buildings by city officials, under the general title “What Your 
City Is Doing for You.” 

We are glad that this and other cities are taking this means 
of keeping the citizens more closely in touch with what is be- 
ing done by their municipal government. It seems to us, as 
we have suggested before, that it would be a good idea to en- 
large upon the above plan and bring more generally under 
observation an exhibit purely local in character, as by posting 
on a bulletin board in a public library photographs of work 
being done, accompanied by brief and plainly stated facts and 
figures concerning the same. Here might be placed at intervals 
information concerning what certain departments are doing in 
return for taxes paid; for instance, the average sum in the 
form of taxes contributed by each dwelling for removal of 
garbage and ashes and the number of calls, distance hauled 
and final disposition made of these. Looked at in the light of 
what is actually obtained, it might be possible to persuade the 
taxpayer that taxes, instead of being a curse, are really a bless- 
ing in that the co-operative activities which they represent ef- 
fect for him a great saving over what the same service would 
cost him if done by individual arrangement. 





Convention of New Jersey Mayors 

IN response to an invitation from Governor Fort, the Mayors 
of about 60 cities of New Jersey met at Trenton on February 
4 and organized more or less informally with the idea of meet- 
ing at intervals to discuss matters of common interest. Another 
meeting of the Mayors is to be held on February 25. 

In his invitation to the meeting and in his address in opening 
the same Governor Fort expressed his opinion that there should 
be legislation concerning tax rates and debt limits; that cities 
should have but a single head—the Mayor—and that the only 
elective officers should be the Mayor and members of Council 
or other legislative body, and that all other public officials 
should be appointed by them. He believed that each department 
should have one man at its head, appointed by the Mayor and 
with a tenure of office co-existent with that of the Mayor, and 
that the Mayor should be held responsible for the entire opera- 
tion of the municipal government. 

He also advocated the short ballot, saying in respect to this: 

City Councils and Boards of Chosen Freeholders are too large. 
One member of Council from each ward, and the number of wards 
limited by population, would be a great improvement in many 
places. If in the State we elected only a Governor and Legisla- 
ture, and in the county a Board of Chosen Freeholders by dis- 
tricts, and in the city a Mayor and one Councilman in each ward, 
and everything else was appointed by some designated authority, 
what a simple ballot we would have! Bad nominations would 
not be lost in the labyrinth of names on a city ticket, as at 
present. 

A law requiring a uniform system of municipal auditing and 
accounting was discussed by the convention, and bills dealing 
with this, with taxation, single head departments and excise will 
be presented on February 25 by a legislative committee which 
was appointed at this first meeting. The conference went on 
record in favor of making the Mayor and members of Council 
the only elective municipal officers. Mayor Charles J. Fisk, of 
Plainfield, was elected as first president of the organization. 

This convention of Mayors, while not the first convention 
of the Mayors of a State which has been held, was said to 
have been suggested to Governor Fort by the recent Governors’ 
conference in Washington, after which it was somewhat mod- 
eled. It seems to us that such conferences as this might accom- 
plish a great deal of good. Not only are we beginning to realize 
how important and also how difficult a matter is the correct 
governing of cities, but rapid development along all lines of 
civic effort and municipal utilities is continually increasing its 
intricacy and difficulty; and a conference of those who are 
experiencing these difficulties and are also in a position to exert 
considerable influence toward remedying them, cannot, it seems 
to us, fail to reach some conclusion, through a comparison of 
experiences and ideas, which will lead to the development of 
municipal government and control along more economical and 
efficient lines.

ROADS AND PAVEMENTS 


New Rules Regarding Division of Road Funds 

Albany, N. Y.—Changes have been made in the rules and 
regulations of the State Highway Commission for the di- 
vision of highway money. The money raised by tax and 
that appropriated by the State must be subdivided and 
used under four heads. Preliminary work, the removal of 
old-time water works, permanent improvement and the 
reserve or contingent fund. Under the first head is in- 
cluded the opening of ditches and sluices, the removal of 
loose stone, etc. The second subdivision is self-evident 
and the third includes grading, filling, blasting rock and all 
permanent road improvement. The use of road machines 
comes under this head and towns will be permitted to use 
them only under direction of the County Superintendent 
and with his written permission. In the reserve fund must 
be included at least 10 per cent of all money raised by 
taxation or appropriated by the State. The remaining 90 
per cent is to be divided into three funds, as above specified 
by the Town Boards and the division is subject to the ap- 
proval of the County Superintendent. 


Road Work in Maine 


Augusta, Me.—According to the annual report of State 
Highway Commissioner Sargent, the total cost of roads to 
which the State contributed aid was $278,501.15; the cost to 
the State was $115,208.52. This included 1356 sq. yd. granite 
blocks; 41,411 sq. yd. bituminous macadam; 290,385 lin. ft. 
gravel; 71,220 lin. ft. earth and gravel, and $3,863 worth of 
abutments, culverts and bridges. The average costs were as 
follows: Granite block, $1.62 per sq. yd.; macadam, $.5818 
per sq. yd.; bituminous macadam, $1.145; gravel road, 
$2,744.90 per mile; earth and drainage, $2,536 per mile. 


Paving a Civic Asset 

Burlington, N. J—Mayor Charles P. Farner, in his annual 
message, dwells upon the necessity for sidewalk improve- 
ments. ‘Now that spring, the best season for sidewalk im- 
provements, is approaching, it is the proper time for us to 
adopt a do-something policy,” he says. “One of the worst 
drawbacks to a city endeavoring to fight its way forward 
is the disgrace of bad sidewalks. While the pavement about 
a man’s property is really a thing by which to judge his 
own personal standard of civic pride and patriotism, it is 
too often looked upon by visitors and homeseekers, not as 
a personal shortcoming, but as a neighborhood or civic de- 
fault.” The Mayor says he will enforce the ordinance re- 
quiring negligent property owners to pave or repave bad 
sidewalks, but asks that Council amend the law and require 
all improvements to be uniform in material and size. 


Conference to Standardize Paving Specifications 


Chicago, Ill—Mayor Fred A. Busse, acting on a sugges- 
tion of the Board of Local Improvements, has sent invita- 
tions to the Mayors of all cities in the United States having 
a population of over 100,000, asking them to send a repre- 
sentative to attend the convention in Chicago, February 
21-26, for the purpose of standardizing the specifications for 
asphalt, brick and creosoted block pavement. It is under- 
stood that the invitation will be accepted and delegates ap- 
pointed from nearly all of the cities. 


Plank Road Repairs Fees are Fixed 


Jersey City, N. J—Engineers appointed some time ago 
to supervise the work of improving the Plank Road, as 
contracted for jointly by the Essex and Hudson County 
Boards of Freeholders, are to receive 2%4 per cent of the 
entire cost and a similar amount for like services in the 
building of a new bridge along the same thoroughfare to 
span the Passaic River. Of the amount to be paid to the 
engineers, Thomas J. Wasser and Alexander Hamill, 
Essex County will bear five-eighths of the burden of cost 
and Hudson County the remaining three-eighths. 


Peculiar Break in Wood Pavement 


. New York, N. Y.—On February 7, when the temperature 
was about zero, peculiar breaks developed in the wood- 
block pavement on Vesey street. The rupture was due to 
abnormal conditions. A short block of Vesey street about 
200 feet long and 30 feet wide, having a longitudinal in- 
cline of one or two feet in a hundred was paved several 
years ago. The south side of the street is higher than the 
north side, and the crown of the street is about ten feet 
from the curb on the high side and the gutter shallow. 
One building, the Washington Market, occupies the whole 
block on the south side. A wooden roof covers the side- 
walk and remains of a gutter are visible, but it has passed 
its usefulness and the rain-water and the water from melting 
snow and ice drip on the pavement. The north side of the 
street is covered with an awning also so that the street is 
shaded and wet. On the cold day referred to the pave- 
ment raised in places to a height of six or eight inches for 
a width of several feet in a general line, but with unbroken 
intervals between, about ten feet from the north curb and 
generally parallel with it. Cracks opened between the blocks 
and extended across the blocks, forming comparatively 
regular continuous lines. Inspection of the street, when 
repairs were being made showed that, in the places where 
the pavement had swelled and broken most the foundation 
underneath was wet and icy. Towards the end of the de- 
fective spots, the concrete foundation was dry. The damage 
to the pavement is not serious and is evidently the result of 
unusual conditions. The breaks may have occurred along 
the line of a ditch where a repair had been made, the joint 
in the work being the weakest place in the pavement. 


Boulevard Whole Length of Niagara River 


Niagara Falls, N. Y—The Queen Victoria Park Commis- 
sion hopes to have the work on the Fort Erie-Niagara Falls 
boulevard completed before next winter. Commissioner 
W. D. Doran said that proceedings to obtain necessary 
lands along the route have been instituted; by spring every- 
thing will be in readiness to let the remaining contracts. 


Kentucky May Adopt Indiana Paving Law 


Lexington, Ky.—As a result of the visit of Mayor Skain, 
members of the General Council and other city officials to 
Indianapolis and Ft. Wayne, Ind., where they were very 
favorably impressed with the operations of the Barrett 
paving law, it was announced upon their return that they 
had informally decided to ask at once the other second- 
class cities of the State to co-operate with Lexington in 
having the prominent features of the Barrett law incor- 
ated in a bill which the Legislature now in session will be 
asked to pass for the benefit of the second-class cities of 
Kentucky. 


Wrangle in Auto Club Defeats Good Roads 


Minneapolis, Minn.—Hennepin County has lost in its cam- 
paign for good roads, as the State Supreme Court, Justice 
C. L. Brown, writing the opinion, holds that the act granting 
counties of more than 275,000 population the right to issue 
special bonds for work on roads and bridges is unconstitu- 
tional. It was intended to issue $1,000,000 worth of bonds 
in all. The suit was started at the instigation of the Minne- 
apolis Automobile Club as a friendly way of settling doubt 
as to the legality of the project, but it is understood that 
internal dissension in the club turned the action into a 
battle in earnest. Some members were dissatisfied with the 
improvements that were decided upon. 


Wants Motor Trucks for Street Department 


Youngstown, O.—Director of Service Herman F. Duesing 
is investigating the work and cost of motor trucks with a 
view to their use in the Street Department. The city owns 
30 horses and it is believed their work could be done by 
motor trucks at a less cost. 
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Architectural Decoration for Intersecting Streets 
Berlin, Germany.—In connection with the widening of 
Dresden street from 15 to 20 meters, the question of archi- 
tectural decoration is being considered. For the intersec- 
tion of a street forming an acute angle some decoration 
similar to the Moliere Fountain in Paris is under consider- 
ation. 
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Removing Sidewalk Obstructions 

Newark, N. J—Superintendent Shipman of the Board of 
Public Works is engaged in a crusade against all street and 
sidewalk obstructions. Most property owners, when noti- 
fied, removed the structures projecting beyond the house 
line. Managers of theaters have promised to remove all 
post cocheres that are supported in front of the play houses 
on pillars at the end of the present season. Chandler M. 
Rober, counsel for a number of firms and individuals af- 
fected by the order has directed a client to place an exhibit 
of goods on his sidewalk so that, on its removal by the city, 
the case may be taken to the courts. 

Curved Streets in Place of Straight Ones 

Washington, D. C.—Carrying out a scheme for beautify- 
ing the city by taking advantage of certain topography 
features, the Commissioners hav2 prepared an entirely new 
highway plan for the land lying east of Georgia avenue, west 
of Sixteenth street, north of Butternut street and south of 
Kalmia street. A bill in the Senate provides for the 
abandonment of North Dakota avenue as a highway, to 
permit the curving of streets recomended by Maj. W. V. 
Judson, the engineer commissioner of the District. The 
reason for this is that the grounds of the Walter Reed 
Army Hospital and certain of the buildings on the site in 
question make the extension of North Dakota avenue im- 
practicable. It is further proposed to change somewhat the 
directions of existing streets to enable the development to 
take advantage of the hills and valleys. The idea is to have 
a road skirting the undulations and hills of the country 
there, instead of having a straight street boring its way 
through. a clay bank. The Commissioners report on the 
measure: “The changes prcposed will be to the advantage 
of the District as well as to the owners of the property in- 
volved and will facilitate improvements. None of the streets 
which will be affected by the new plan is now owned by the 
public, so that no abandonment of public space is involved.” 
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SEWERAGE AND SANITATION 


Pure Air in Street Cars 


Chicago, Ill—The Health Department has submitted to 
Council a new code for the regulation of street cars which 
covers the following points: 

There shall be introduced into every car 350 cubic feet of air 
every hour for each passenger. 

The minimum amount of air to be introduced into a loaded 
surface or elevated coach shall be 28,000 cubic feet each hour. 

There shall be at no time in excess of one-tenth of 1 per cent 
of carbon dioxide gas in the atmosphere which passengers have to 
breathe. 

The air shall be conducted into the car through the floor. 

Exhausted air shall be conducted out of the car through over- 
head ventilators, but no air shall be allowed to enter by that 
route. 

During cold weather the air which is admitted shall pass over 
heating coils and be warmed as it comes in. 

In any car or part of a car where smoking is permitted the sup- 
ply of air shall be at least one-third greater. 

Spittoons must be provided for smokers, and they must be of a 
kind easily cleaned and not easily overturned. 


Bars Public Drinking Cups 


East St. Louis, Il1l—In order to minimize the possibility 
of spreading disease, particularly among the 13,000 school 
children in the city, Dr. A. A. McBrien, Health Commis- 
sioner, will abolish all public drinking cups. Drinking cups 
in the public, private and parochial schools, public build- 
ings, office buildings and fountains on the street and in the 
parks must go. Henceforth any thirsty citizen in East St. 
Louis who wants a drink needs must be provided with his 
own individual drinking cup. “I believe about half of the 
sickness in East St. Louis and in other cities is caused by 
drinking cups which are used by everybody,” Dr. McBrien 
SayYS. 





Ordinance to Create Office of Food Inspector 

Knoxville, Tenn.—An ordinance creating the office of 
food inspector has been introduced. There will be a clause 
in the ordinance requiring the food inspector to inspect all 
restaurants in the city and see that the windows and doors 
are screened and also that all focdstuffs offered for sale 
are under screens. It will be a war to exterminate the 
common house fly which carries germs and spreads con- 
tagious diseases. The ordinance will also have a clause 
pertaining to sanitation. It will make it a misdemeanor for 
any one to be employed in a restaurant who is afflicted with 
a contagious disease. 


Wisconsin Forbids Public Cups 


Madison, Wis.—Use of the common drinking cup on rail- 
road trains, in stations, in the public and private schools of 
Wisconsin is prohibited by a rule of the State Board of 
Health, which will have all the force of a law. The rule 
will be submitted to the Attorney-General for approval be- 
fore being published in the official State paper. 


Will Make Tenement House Inspection 


Lowell, Mass——The Board of Health has begun its in- 
spection of the tenement houses. The main things that the 
inspectors will report upon are as foliows: The general con- 
dition of the house, the condition of the plumbing, number 
of dark rooms in the house and number of persons to a 
room. The question of cleanliness will be an important 
one with the inspectors and they will also be expected to 
report, as far as possible, the health of the families of 
tenants. Once in possession of the reports of its inspectors, 
the board, if the reports warrant it, will instruct the owners 
or agents of buildings to put their property in suitable con- 
dition and they will be given a certain time to do it. 


Newark Would Share Cost of Sewerage with Neighbors 


Newark, N. J.—In accordance with the wishes of Newark 
city officials a bill has been introduced in the Legislature 
which would decrease the proportion of the cost of the 
sewer to citizens of Newark. It is proposed to prohibit the 
discharge of sewage into Newark Bay. This would com- 
pel the cities of Jersey City and Bayonne to change part of 
their sewerage systems with the result that they would prob- 
ably have to join in the Passaic project and in so doing 
would have to participate in about $2,000,000 of the expense. 
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Leavenworth has Typhoid Epidemic 


Leavenworth, Kan.—Owing.to the increasing prevalence 
of typhoid fever in the city, the Health Officer has notified 
every one that the only reliable means of preventing the 
disease is to thoroughly boil all water, no matter what its 
source; heat all milk used to a point just short of boiling; 
and eat no food that has not been thoroughly cooked. What 
is causing the typhoid fever epidemic is the question that 
is causing the doctors a great deal of disquietude. “I have 
six patients who have the typhoid fever and I find four of 
those cases have been caused by drinking well water,” said 
one doctor. During the year of 1909 there was only fifty- 
one cases, from which only one death resulted. This year 
there has been reported to the city Health Officer thirty- 
four cases, from which three deaths have resulted. 


Cafés Must Serve Milk From Bottles 


Oklahoma City, Okla—Oklahoma Council has passed an 
ordinance requiring all cafés, restaurants and hotels to serve 
milk to patrons from bottles. City Milk Inspector Taylor 
in urging the passage of the ordinance submitted reports of 
tests of milk which he had made in a score or more of 
restaurants and cafés, and reported that only five were serv- 
ing milk which contained the amount of butter fat required 
by the city ordinance. Both the Milk Inspector and City 
Chemist Clifford declared that under the present ordinance 
it was impossible to fix the blame for the lack of compli- 
ance with the law. 


Soap Fails to Clean Out Sewer 


Orange, N. J.—Several hundred feet of the Orange sewer 
system is completely clogged up with a soap mixture, and 
from present indications it will be several days before the 
workmen will be able to clear the pipes. The bursting of 
a vat in a soap factory along the tracks of the Lacka- 
wanna Railroad on the line between Orange and East 
Orange is responsible for stopping the sewer mains at 
Main and Paterson streets. The pipes are packed tight 
with unyielding soap, the mixture having been chilled before 
it had time to flow to the trunk sewer. Workmen are try- 
ing to reopen the mains by forcing rods through the pipes. 


Food Inspector for Portsmouth, Va. 


Portsmouth, Va.—Mayor J. Davis Reed in his annual 
message to the City Council called that body’s attention 
to the immediate need of an official to inspect meat and 
other food products. He recommends that a resolution be 
adopted making the Sealer of Weights and Measures the 
food inspector in addition to his present duties as Sealer 
of Weights and Measures. He points out that most of the 
duties devolving upon that official are now obsolete and 
many of them could be done away with, so that he could 
perform the duty of Food Inspector. The Mayor suggests 
that the City Council fix a monthly salary for the perform- 
ance of the duties because of the fact that the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures receives only small fees, and unless 
he be paid a stated salary it would be no incentive for him 
to do the work. In addition to the salary he suggests that 
he be allowed half of the fines imposed for the violations he 
may discover. 


River Front Improvement Plan 

Harrisburg, Pa.—The sectional view reproduced below 
shows the proposed plan of improving the banks of the Sus- 
quehanna river in the city. It involves the construction of 
an intercepting sewer which would collect the sewage from 
lateral streets and carry it to an island below the city 
where a disposal plant would be built. The cut shows a 
view at a cross street. Terrace walls and drives will prob- 
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WATER SUPPLY 


Legislation for Collection of Meter Rates 


Boston, Mass.—A bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature providing that: 

An unpaid bill for water, service pipes and their sepirtaniiintes 
and water meters and repairs, furnished by a city or town, shall 
be a lien upon the estate for which or for a part of which said 
bills were contracted; and all the laws applicable to the collection 
of unpaid taxes upon real estate shall apply so far as they are 
applicable to the collection of said unpaid bills due to any city or 
town. 

The reason for the bill is to be found in the recent in- 
stallation of meters under the acts of the last three years. 
Formerly water bills were paid in advance, but under the 
meter system they are not to be paid until the amounts of 
water used have been measured. It is the complaint of 
officials throughout the State that cities and towns are 
finding all sorts of trouble in getting their money. The 
water tax bill makes a lien precisely like that of any tax. 
At the time set by law there can take place a sale of the 
property. 

Practical Demonstration of Saving by Meter 

El Paso, Tex.—Here is a sample of the difference in 
prices on water as charged under the new minimum rate 
promulgated by the receiver and the old system of charging 
for the water actually consumed regardless of the number 
of families using it. Dr. T. A. Bray received a bill of 
$19.80 for water furnished to some tenement houses. Writ- 
ten on the face of the bill are the figures 22, meaning that 
22 families have been charged for at the minimum rate of 
90 cents each. The meter reading shows that 1800 cubic 
feet of water were used during the month for the house, 
which at 15 cents a cubic foot or 20 cents a thousand gal- 
lons (as the bill itself states) would total $2.70. Dr. Bray 
says that he hasn’t more than 12 families in the place, there 
being only 29 rooms all told. “I do not object to .paying 
for what water is used,” declared Dr. Bray, “and according 
to the company’s own measurements, there was only used 
a total of 1800 cubic feet of water, which at 15 cents a 
cubic foot or 20 cents a thousand gallons, totals $2.70, as 
anybody can figure.” 

Property Owners Responsible for Meters 


Hyattsville, Md—An ordinance has passed the Town 
Council and been approved by Mayor William P. Magruder, 
providing that hereafter all water meters shall be placed in 
the parking or yards, and that property owners shall be 
held responsible for all damages to meters. 


New Wells Cheaper Than Air Compressors 


St. Marys, O.—On account of failing water supply of the 
artesian wells supplying the city, air compressors at the 
municipal plant are kept going continuously resulting in an 
increase of $1,000 per year for the past four years in the 
amount of coal burned beneath the boilers. Additional 
water will be piped from strong wells on the east bank of 
the St. Marys reservoir, or new wells will be drilled close to 
the power plant. 

Topeka Water is Muddy 


Topeka, Kan.—The city water is muddy and citizens have 
been warned to boil the water they drink. The cause of 
the trouble is peculiar. The water comes from shallow 
wells sunk into a sand bed along the bank of the river. 
When water is very high the land on which the wells are 
sunk is overflowed. It is supposed that floating ice has 
broken a pipe leading from one or more wells and that 
some water is drawn directly from the river, particularly 
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MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP SUCCESSFUL 


Four Cities Show Earnings from Water and -Two From 
Light Plants—Better Service and Reduced Rates 


Colorado Springs, Col.—That the city of Colorado Springs 
is financially successful in the management of its. water 
system is shown by the annual repcrt of the Water Super- 
intendent just issued. During the year 1909 the.. total 
earnings were $211,739.56, with expenditures of.:$174,- 
488.21, leaving net earnings of $37,251.35. “In «the 
twelve months Colorado Springs used 2,416,912,000 gal- 
lons of water, a yearly consumption of 150 gallons per 
capita. The water in storage for domestic use im mountain 
reservoirs on January I was 1,753,000,000,-allowing of no 
possibility of a water scarcity. The report further shows 
that water is furnished consumers in Colorado Springs 
cheaper than in its sister cities; Denver charges $20.30 a 
year, Pueblo $30 and Colorado Springs $15 on the basis of 
dwellings with six rooms and bath. Within the year the 
city has purchased land on the northern slopes of Pike’s 
Peak for the future extension of the system. Colorado 
Springs’ gravity water system is in many ways unique. In 
the heart of the mountains, 11,000 feet above sea level, are 
the six reservoirs storing water for domestic use; this 
elevation assures perpetually cold, pure water. The total 
valuation of the system is $4,000,000. Colorado Springs’ 
water is known throughout the country for its purity, hav- 
ing been shown by daily bacteriological and chemical an- 
alyses to be the purest furnished any city in the United 
States. 


City Plant Pays Well 


Kansas City, Kan.—City officials, the commercial bodies 
and citizens generally are proud of the new water works 
which were taken over last May from the Metropolitan 
Water Company. The Water Commissioners figure the 
net earnings for the first three months of municipal own- 
ership at $27,153, and the service has been improved so that 
pure water is being served. Bonds to the amount of $1,500,- 
000 were issued to purchase the plant and make improve- 
ments, and $500,000 additional are to be issued on March Io. 
The engineers state that when the improvements now un- 
der way are completed the Kansas metropolis may boast 
of the finest water works plant in the Central West. In 
our February 3 issue reference made to the plant under 
the above heading gave credit fer the successful work to 
Kansas City, Mo. 


Mayor Says City Plants Pay Well 


Hastings, Neb—Mayor C, J. Miles says that municipal 
ownership of public utilities has worked marvelously well 
in his city. The water plant netted a thousand dollars on 
the credit side of the ledger if depreciation is not counted 
out. This does not include any charge for hydrants, sewer 
flushing and street sprinkling. Water is sold at a minimum 
of 9 cents per hundred cubic feet, although a rate of 8 
cents is made to three or four of the largest consumers. 
The electric light plant cleared $15,000 last year, not count- 
ing depreciation at 10 per cent. The current is sold at from 
5 to 12 cents for commercial purposes, and on a sliding 
scale from 8 cents to 20 cents for residences. 


Municipal Plant a Success 

Marshfield, Wis.—Owing to economy in the management 
of the city water and light plants under municipal owner- 
ship, a 20 per cent reduction in the cost of electric light to 
consumers was announced last week. The city of Marsh- 
field purchased the light and water plants six years ago and 
has almost entirely rebuilt them out of the profits accruing 
yearly. 


Silvis Water System Is Finally Placed in Use 


Silvis, I1l—After an unusual amount of difficulties the 
water works system of Silvis has been completed and the 
village inhabitants now have all the conveniences enjoyed 
by their city neighbors. The machinery at the pumping 
station was started full blast last week, successful tests hav- 
ing been made previously. A number of houses already 
have sewer and water main connections, and many more 
will be added when weather conditions permit. The village 
is now in a prosperous condition, having a good volunteer 
Fire Department in addition to this splendid water system. 
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City Reduces Water Rate to City 

Perth Amboy, N. J.—The Board of Water Commissioners 
has decided to supply South Amboy with water at 6 cents, 
instead of 7 cents per thousand gallons, as_ heretofore. 
South Amboy used 30,350,575 gallons of water during Oc- 
tober, November and December of 1909, which brings the 
city within the low rate, in accordance with the meter or- 
dinance. Arrangements are being made by Mayor Boll- 
schweiler to supply Keasbey and Weber with water. 


New Conduit Doubles Water Supply 

Syracuse, N. Y.—The daily water supply of Syracuse 
was doubled when the second conduit between Skaneateles 
Lake and the Woodland reservoir was put. in service 
February 3. This places the city beyond the danger of a 
water famine with which it has been threatened, and gives 
it a tctal supply of 27,000,000 gallons a day. Mayor Alan 
C. Fobes recommended the construction of the conduit four 
years ago. Contracts for the construction were let in 
September, 1908, and, althcugh $1,000,000 bonds were au- 
thorized, it was only necessary to issue $900,000. 


STREET LIGHTING AND POWER 


Arc Lights for Iowa Town 


Bettendorf, Ia—The new arc lights have been turned on, 
and modern illumination is now being used on the streets 
of the town. There are 20 new arc lights. The power is 
being temporarily furnished by the Bettendorf Axle Com- 
pany. Later a sub-station is to be built on State street at 
the foot of Long street, near the Bettendorf shops. 





What Boston Loses by Lighting Contract 


Boston, Mass.—Statements to the effect that Boston is 
paying more for its street lighting than any other large 
city in this country, that the city was overcharged about 
$1,300,000 above a fair profit for its street electric lighting 
alone in the past Io years, and that the city will pay at least 
$500,000 too much as the result of its recent $1,925,000 con- 
tract with the Edison Company, were made in the final re- 
port of the special Commmon Council Committee on Street 
Lighting made to the Council last week. In the report the 
committee asserted that the $1,925,000 five-year contract 
is illegal, and the committee urges Mayor John F. Fitzger- 
ald and the new City Cov icil to break the contract. Bos- 
ton’s loss, the committee said. on this contract alone 
amounts to about $100,coo a year. 


Company Offers to Reduce Rates 

Haverhill, Mass.—Following the agitation for the pur- 
chase of the Haverhill Electric Company and the operation 
of its plant as a municipal enterprise, the company has 
offered to make a substantial reduction in rates, although 
its franchise has three years to run. The proposition is 
to cut the rates for arc lights from $100 to $96 for the re- 
maining three years. or if a five-year contract is made, to 
$91.20, or to $86.40 for a ten-year contract. The maximum 
rate to general consumers would be reduced frcm 15 cents 
to 12 cents per kilowatt hour. 


City Gives Power Free 

Manitowoc, Wis.—A jury returned a verdict in favor of 
the city fer $1,7co in a suit of the Manitowoc and Northern 
Traction Company for electric power supplicd for a city 
bridge for five years. The city claimed the company agreed 
to supply power free, but the company said this was on 
condition that the city install a storage battery which was 
never done. 


For Better Electric Wiring 


Kansas City, Mo.—The district in which the wiring in all 
buildings must be inclosed in steel pipes probably will be 
extended, as L. G. Smith, City Electrician, is asking for an 
ordinance to extend the district to Twenty-sixth street on 
the South, Forest avenue on the east and the State Line on 
the west. The Fire and Water Board will recommend such 
an ordinance to the Council when the Fire Warden and the 
Chief of the Fire Department put their recommendation in 
favor of the ordinance in writing. The measure is for in- 
creased fire protection. The City Electrician says he has 
trouble with careless wiring. 
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FIRE AND POLICE 


Town Hall Century Old is in Ashes 


Bucksport, Me.—Bucksport’s century-old town hall and 
Torrent engine house, adjoining, were destroyed by fire, 
February 2. Both structures stood in the center of the 
village and were familiar land marks. 


New System for Paying Police and Firemen 


Chicago, I1l—The new system of paying members of the 
Police Department was put into operation this month. The 
paymaster and his assistants visit each precinct at a named 
hour and present the policemen with their pay. . Identifica- 
tion tickets make it impossible, it is said, for a person to re- 
ceive the check of another. Heretofore commanding officers 
called at the City Hall and received the pay for the men 
under their command. The new system is in accordance 
with the rules and regulations of the Finance Department. 
Chief Steward has arranged a schedule for his men, showing 
the time the paymaster will visit each station. In order 
that all men may not be withdrawn from their posts at one 
time, each station will be visited twice. The new method 
of paying is also used in the Fire Department. 


New Patrol Home Finished 


Cincinnati, O.—The new West End patrol house which 
has been under construction during the past month on 
George street, has been fin- 
ished and is now ready for 
occupancy. Dr: Louis 
Schwab, the Mayor, Safety 
Director Small, Chief Paul 
M. Milliken and Inspector 
Carey have inspected the 
building and have expressed 
themselves as being much 
pleased with the building 
and its conveniences. The 
structure cost only $9.000, 
but it is a pretty two-story 
structure, as shown in the 
illustration, and is an ex- 
ample which might well be 
copied by other municipal- 
ities. The building is equip- 
ped with apparatus for the 
speedy preparation of the 
patrol wagons for service and contains accommodations fer 
the attendants. The police patrol service of Cincinnati, 
at the time of the last report, consisted of ten patrol wagons 
besides one prison van, and ten patrol wagons held in re- 
serve. Fifty-four men were assigned for duty in connection 
with the service. 

Favors Frequent Examinations for Police 

Haverhill, Mass.—If the rules for the Police Department 
which are to be proposed to the Municipal Council by 
Alderman Bean, Supervisor of the Department of Safety 
and Charity, are adopted by the board a new order of 
things will be introduced into the department, one of the 
most important of which is the holding of frequent ex- 
aminations for the members of the force. In order that the 
authorities may be certain that the men are keeping up to 
the requirements of the statutes and the city ordinance, 
it is Alderman Bean’s idea to have questions submitted in 
writing to all the patrolmen at such times as may later be 
deemed advisable. The rules which the alderman is draw- 
ing are 50 in number, including about half of the old rules, 
somewhat revised, and many new ones of considerable im- 
portance. 

Hose Tested at 180 Instead of 400 Pounds 

Leavenworth, Kan.—Although not able to test with the 
standard pressure of 400 pounds to the square inch, the 
Fire Department is satisfied that the tooo feet of new hose 
is all right and will answer for all the usage that it will 
get. The hose was tested out on Broadway street where 
the pressure is the strongest in the city and about 180 
pounds to the square inch. With the new hose here and 
the new chemical automobile the department feels confi- 
dent that they can cope with any fires that the city might 
have now.

Haverhill Fire Chief Has 40-Horsepower Auto 

Haverhill, Mass.—The new 40-horsepower Knox auto- 
mobile which has been added to the equipment of the 
Haverhill Fire Department, has in the opinion of Chief 
John B. Gordon, and others, added 50 per cent to the 
efficiency of the fire-fighting service. The machine is 
equipped with the hand extinguisher and is inscribed on the 
hood “Chief, Haverhill Fire Department.” The auto cost 
$1,700. 

Mayor Gives Fire Department an Auto 

Leavenworth, Kan.—Mayor Abernathy has purchased a 
Maxwell automobile and given it to the city for the use 
of the Fire Chief. The car is painted a pearl gray with the 
letters L. F. D. on the hood and is equipped with Babcock 
extinguishers. It is a four-cylinder, 22-horsepower car with 
sliding-gear transmission, magneto, etc., and cost $2,0c0. 
Mayor Abernathy said when elected that he would not keep 
his salary but would spend it on things for the city and he 
has carried out his promise for as a matter of fact he has 
spent on the playground, his offices and the automobile, 
more than his salary amounts to. 


Joy Riding on Fire Apparatus Prohibited 
Tulsa, Okla.—Because the Fire Chief in his auto-chemical 
apparatus and other members of the Fire Department in 
the auto-fire engine have been taking advantage of the 
Commission and enjoying numerous joy rides about the 
city, going at break-neck speed and endangering the lives 
of pedestrians, the City Commission has passed a resolu- 
tion using the emergency clause, prohibiting the use of the 
automobiles except when going to fires, and attending to 
official business, and when used for the latter purpose they 

are not to exceed a speed of eight miles an hour, 


Municipal Standard for Firemen 


Lowell, Mass.—The Lowell Fire Department Memorial 
Association, Capt. Daniel J. Crowley presiding, during a 
discussion over the selection of a standard to be placed 
over the grave of the deceased members of the Depart- 
ment received samples from manufacturers, but chose one 
designed by Capt. Joseph Baxter of Hose 9. The standard 
is a neat one. Instead of the single rod, there are two rods, 
between which is suspended a vase-like arrangement for 
holding flowers. while on the top is the insignia of the 
department, including the letters “L. F. D.,” also two lad- 
ders, crossed trumpets, axe, fireman’s helmet, hydrant and 
two lines of hose with nozzles attached. Memorial Sunday 
will be observed on June 12. 


Add Finger-Print System to Identification Bureau 
Providence, R. I.—The finger-print system for the identi- 
fication and cataloging of criminals has been installed at 
police headquarters. This, with the Bertillon system, which 
has been in use for some years, will put the local identifi- 
cation bureau on a par with the best equipped in the 
country. 
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Top Pole Arms for Police Wires 


Wilmington, Del.—James B. Clarkson, President of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, requested the Street and 
Sewer Directors in granting franchises for the erection of 
wire poles to word the franchises so that the top arm 
shall be reserved for police and fire wires. The Directors 
promised to do so. The action is requested that the city 
wires may be saved from damage in time of storms. 


Boulevard Cops in New Uniforms 


Jersey City, N. J.—Chief Clossey of the “auto squad” 
and his nine motorcycle centaurs appeared on the Boule- 
vard last week in their new uniforms, which are identical 
to those worn by the New York cycle cops. Each Boule- 
vard cop is equipped with a 1910 Indian model, double- 
cylinder motorcycle, and can make a mile a minute on their 
powerful iron steeds. There are fourteen miles of the 
Boulevard for them to cover, and Chief Clossey says that 
there is to be a noticeable difference for the better in 
motor and wagon traffic speed hereafter. As a distinctive 
uniform mark, each cop has a wheel and horse’s head 
emblem embroidered on the left sleeve of his coat. 


New Haven for Police Dogs 


New Haven, Conn.—In accordance with a recommenda- 
tion of Chief Henry S. Cowles, two police dogs will be 
purchased. They will cost between $200 and $300. 


Fire Chief Hits Critics 


Sandusky, O.—Citizens who stand around criticising the 
Fire Department cr the individual members thereof during 
a fire will be prosecuted. The announcement was made by 
Jay C. Harmon, Chief, who said: “For some time a lot of 
fellows have been making a practice of standing around 
during a fire, and bragging about how much better they 
could do the work in which the men of the department are 
engaged. Such conduct is unwarranted and in my mind 
does a great deal of harm. I am sure that it may well be 
defined as disorderly conduct and those who insist upon 
doing it will be arrested if they don’t quit it. I, myself, 
will file the complaint.” 





GOVERNMENT AND FINANCE 


New Charter Wanted for Jersey Town 


3urlington, N. J.—Declaring that the present city charter 
is inadequate and antiquated, and that city and State laws 
conflict to such an extent that it is often necessary to govern 
the city by resolution rather than by ordinance, Mayor 
Charles P. Farner, in a message to Council, requests that 
body to revise the municipal laws in order that “the citizens 
governed by these laws and the officials who execute the 
laws may know just where they are at.” The Mayor also 
says he will name a commission of representative citizens 
to discuss and prepose a form. Council is asked to name a 
committee to represent it in the commission. 





Mayor for Woman Suffrage 


Baltimore, Md.—In his annual message to the City Coun- 
cil, Mayor J. Barry Mahool declares his belief that suffrage 
for women is inevitable. He suggests that the City Council 
join him in a resolution urging the Legislature to grant 
women the right to vote on municipal questions, subject to 
certain limitations which will debar the ignorant and de- 
praved. 


Illinois House Passes Commission Bill 


Springfield, Ill—By a vote of 87 to 11 the House of 
Representatives passed the bill permitting cities of less 
than 200,000 population to adopt a commission form of 
government as provided. The Mayor and four Commission- 
ers are to hold office for four years. Ward divisions are 
to be abandoned. Officers are to be elected on the third 
Tuesday in April, 1911. A graded scale of salaries is stipu- 
lated, according to population, running from $50 a year 
for Mayors in villages of 2,000 population and $40 for each 
Commissioner a year to $6,000 a year for Mayors in cities of 
more than 100,000 and not more than 200,000 population and 
$5,500 for the Commissioners.

Franchise Rates Planned by New Commission 


Los Angeles, Cal—The new Board of Public Utilities, 
created by the voters of Los Angeles through the initiative 
provision of the charter, has begun active work. The first 
big task of the new Commission will be to advise the 
Council concerning the rates to be prescribed for all public 
utility service during the year beginning July 1 next. The 
law requires that the utility companies shall file their rate 
statements at this time and these will form the basis on 
which the Commission will figure out the rates to be 
charged. The power to fix the rates rests with the City 
Council and the Commission’s function is merely to ad- 
vise. Preparations are being made to copy and index all 
the franchises which have been granted by the city, so that 
they will be available in convenient form, not only for the 
commission itself, but for the other city departments and 
the public. No such index has ever been made. The Board 
already has collected much valuable information bearing 
on rates of public service companies furnishing gas, elec- 
tricity and telephone service. Much of this has been ob- 
tained by correspondence with public utility commissions 
and officials in other cities. The Commissicn has a rule to 
make prompt and thorough investigation of all complaints 
which may be filed by citizens and these investigations, 
which have been many, have taken up a great deal of its 
time. 

City Sued, Says Audit Was Not Correct 

Neenah, Wis.—A summons has been served on Mayor 
Stone and City Clerk Keating in a damage suit which has 
been instituted by the auditing firm of Marwick-Mitchell 
Company of Chicago for the payment of $2,700 for an 
alleged auditing of the city books, which the city has refused 
to pay. The answer is returnable in the United States 
Circuit Court in Milwaukee in twenty days. The city 
claims the audit was not correct. 


Municipality for Millionaires 

San Mateo, Cal—A “municipality of millionaires” may 
be put on the State map, as a petition bearing the names 
of 70 owners of real estate has been presented to the 
County Supervisors, asking for the incorporation of the 
“City of Hillsborough.” The proposed incorporation is 
understood to be an attempt to forestall any further move 
San Mateo may make to annex the homes of the aristocratic 
residents. 


Thirteen Amendments for Seattle Voters 


Seattle, Wash.—Thirteen amendments to the city charter 
will be submitted to voters at the general election to be 
held Tuesday, March 8. These propositions will be placed 
on the official ballot in the following order: 

No. 1—Creating the Department of Lighting, by divorcing the 
Water and Light Departments, with a Superintendent for each. 

No. 2—Providing for the appointment of a Superintendent of 
Lighting by the Mayor. 

No. 3—Providing that a majority of the Board of Public Works 
shall constitute a quorum. 

No. 4—Providing that the Board of Public Works shall consist 
of six members instead of five, by adding the Superintendent of 
Lighting. 

No. 5—Permitting the appointment of patrolmen in the ratio of 
one for each 1,000 of population. 

No. 6—Amending the present initiative and referendum amend- 
ment, so that all signatures shall be attached in the Comptroller’s 
office, each signer to make affidavit that he has read the petition 
and providing further that no signatures may be withdrawn 
therefrom. 

No. 7-—Providing for the creation cf a Purchasing Department 
and the appointment of a Purchasing Agent by the Mayor at a 
salary of $3,000 per year. 

No. 8—Providing for the appointment of a Municipal Plans 
Commission of twenty-one members. 

No. 9—Providing for an increase of the Comptroller’s contin- 
gent fund from $3,000 to $5,000. 

No. 10—Authorizing the Treasurer to pay warrants signed by 
a Deputy Comptroller. 

No. 11—Authorizing the Comptroller to appoint a Deputy to 
sign warrants. 

No. 12—Providing for a Council of nine members, all to be 
elected at large and to draw salaries of $3,000 a year. 

No. 13—Providing for non-partisan nomination of all city 
officials at the usual primary election, to be held two weeks 
before the general election in March of each even-numbered 
year. 
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STREET CLEANING AND REFUSE DISPOSAL 


New Scavenger Schedule 

East Orange, N. J.—With the advent of new wagons for 
collecting papers, the Council has adopted a schedule for 
scavenger work and sent cards around to all householders 
stating the day when garbage, ashes or waste paper are 
to be collected. Drivers are to be permitted to collect 
papers from the yards or the rear of buildings to avoid 
blocking the streets. 


Trys Out Auto Sprinkler 

Hutchinson, Kan.—W. H. Shipp is testing the proposition 
of using auto trucks for the operation of his street sprink- 
lers. He had a regular wagon cask, filled with water, 
mounted on a heavy improvised truck. The truck equip- 
ment was of the Rapid auto make, and was operated by a 
tester for the Rapid company, a 30-horsepower engine being 
used. The truck passed up and down to test the speed, 
accuracy of action and the ways in which the machinery 
could be manipulated. Mr. Shipp says he may decide to use 
one or more auto trucks in his regular work as street 
sprinkler, but that it would probably require a fifty or 
sixty horsepower engine to furnish proper power. 


Garbage Disposal Plant Near Completion 


Milwaukee, Wis.—The new refuse incinerator which is 
being erected for the city at the foot of Erie street near 
the harbor entrance at a cost of $203,000 will be ready for 
operation about April 15, according to S. A. Greely, Resident 
Engineer. The plant was ispected by City Engineer 
Charles J. Poetsch and Commissioners A. J. Grundman, 
J. P. Sherer, and L. A. Jansen, Board of Public Works, last 
week and satisfaction was expressed at the progress of 
work which is being rushed to completion. 


RAPID TRANSIT 


Lower Street Car Steps in Chicago 

Chicago, Ill—Chicago women have won their fight for 
lower street car steps. Fifty new cars for the City Railway 
Company now being built in Philadelphia, it is announced, 
will be constructed so that the platforms will be at least 
one and a half inches lower than the present platforms. 
The present cars, which are being reconstructed, will be 
made to meet the new specifications, and all new cars will 
have their platforms lowered as they go to the car shops 
for repairs. Under the new specifications Chicago street 
car steps will be lower than in any other large city in the 
country. 





New Safety Rules and Signals Adopted 


Hartford, Conn.—New signals and new rules have gone 
into effect on the lines of the Connecticut Company. 
Where more than one car is run in the same direction on 
a single track at a given time, the motorman of the extra 
cars shall notify the motorman of the regular just how far 
he is going to follow him. The motorman of the regular 
car is held responsible for notifying all cars that he passes 
and also for displaying the new signals, which consist of a 
green flag by day and a green light by night displayed on 
the front of his car at the left side. Formerly a red flag 
or light has been used. Another new feature of the signal 
system has to do with rear-end signals. In the future, a 
red light will be displayed on the rear of all cars. 


Councilmen Eschew Passes 


Woodbury, N. J.—At the meeting of the Council Council- 
man Theodore B. Burkett moved that the Clerk be in- 
structed to write the Public Service Corporation and ask 
why the members of the Council received no passes over 
the trolley line this year and why discrimination was shown, 
as he understood that Camden and Gloucester city officials 
have been thus provided. This raised a spirited discussion. 
Councilman Kugler said if a pass had come to him he would 
have sent it back; President Curry added he would not re- 
ceive one; Mr. Pierce remarked that he didn’t want any, 
and when the motion was put Mr. Burkett was the only 
one voting in its favor. At this point Mr. Burkett wanted 
to withdraw his motion, but was not allowed to do so. 
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Weights and Measures Law Effective 

Birmingham, Ala.—A notice has been issued by’ A. J. 
Hall, Inspector of Weights and Measures, in accordance 
with Section 19 of the city ordinances, regulating the in- 
spection of weights and measures, that all peddlers and 
venders of merchandise of any kind, either buying or sell- 
ing, using scales or measures, on any kind of vehicle, to 
call at the office of the Inspector of Weights and Measures 
prior to February 17 and have their scales and measures 
inspected and sealed as required by law. After the time set 
for inspection has passed any peddler or vendor of mer- 
chandise using scales or measures or having them on his 
cart or wagon that have not been inspected and sealed, 
will be subject to a fine of not less than $10 nor more 
than $100. 

Want Bigger Signs on Autos 

Enid, Okla.—Chief of Police Thrasher has requested the 
City Commission to amend the automobile ordinance in 
such a manner that it will compel owners and drivers of 
automobiles to provide their buzz wagons with the regu- 
lation six-inch number and also a light on the rear of 
the machine. “Under the present ordinance,” said Chief 
Thrasher, “the owner of an automobile is not compelled 
to keep a light on the rear of his machine, and consequently 
not many of them do. Therefore at night it is almost im- 
possible to detect the number on an automobile.” 


Municipal Insurance Approved 

Buffale, N. Y.—After hearing Comptroller Justice ex- 
plain his municipal-insurance scheme, the Finance Com- 
mittee voted to report an ordinance to bring it into effect. 
It provides for an annual apprepriation of $12,000, $3,000 
of which is to be used insuring what the city calls its extra 
hazards, the remaining $9,000 to go into a sinking fund to 
be built up to $200,000, from which the city will pay its 
own fire losses. The Comptroller estimates that without 
serious draft on the sinking fund, it will reach the $200,000 
mark in sixteen years. 


All Changes Endorsed Except Woman Suffrage 


Easton, Md.—The citizens’ committee has indorsed all] 
the proposed changes to the charter of this town except the 
one which granted wemen the right to vote at municipal 
elections. Many of the women are angry, and it is said 
will hold an indignation meeting. 


No Free Advertising on Light Poles 


Haverhill, Mass.—Free advertising on electric light, tele- 
phone and telegraph poles is to be stopped, City Marshal 
Joseph Mack, having referred an order to this effect to the 
patrolmen. The action is taken as a result of a complaint 
filed by Manager F. H. Ball, of the Haverhill Electric Com- 
pany, who reports that his linemen have suffered cut hands, 
torn clothing and inconvenience by reason of the tacks used 
in tacking up the cards and bills. He also points out the 
unsightliness of the tack-cards and the danger to pedes- 
trians, and asks for police co-operation in stopping the 
practice. The ordinances cover the matter, and City Mar- 
shal Mack immediately referred the complaint to the offi- 
cers, who will enforce the ordinances. 


Will Spend 1,000,000 Pesos for Poor 


City of Mexico, Mex.—More than 1,000,000 pesos will be 
spent by the Federal district government this year in pro- 
viding better homes for the poorer classes and cleaning 
out the streets in the slums. Governor Guillermo de Landa 
y Escanden is the moving spirit in this work. 

City Will Drop Thirty Bridge Engineers 

New York, N. Y.—Thirty good engineers, indorsed by 
Bridge Commissioner Kingsley L. Martin himself, will be 
dropped from the department March 1. They were em- 
ployed when the werk on the Queenskoro and Manhattan 
bridges were being pushed, and now the rush is over there 
is no work for them. The salaries run from $1,800 to $2,400 
a year. An effort is being made to place some of the en- 
gineers in other departments, but the rest will have to step 
out. Mr. Martin thinks this is an opportunity for rail- 


roads and others concerned to get good men. 
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Handsome New Building for Small City 

Mt. Pleasant, Pa—rThe illustration hefewith is a repro- 
duction of the two-story brick structure which has been 
constructed at the corner of 
Smithfield street and Mullin 
avenue, as a home for the 
City Fathers and other mu- 
nicipal officials.

Town Wants Saloons Again 

Hudson, O.—This village wants its saloons back again. 
Some years ago J. W. Ellsworth, a coal mining millionaire, 
who was born in Hudson, but lives in New York since 
fortune had smiled upon him, made an effort to give his 
native village water works, electric light and sewer plants 
if the people would drive out saloons, put wires under 
ground and make other improvements. The villagers voted 
the place dry and compiled with other conditions, but the 
water works and electric lights are not yet working. The 
Council insists that the Ellsworth gifts will materialize 
if the people will only have a little patience, but the vil- 
lagers are tired of being on the water wagon so long, and 
a petition has been freely signed asking for another vote 
on the saloon question. 


To Supervise Grass Cutting and Laying Out of Land Plats 

Columbus, O.—Streets will be more attractive if a bill by 
Representative Kempel of Summit goes through. It sup- 
plements the law by which cities may regulate planting, 
maintaining and protection of shade trees, providing that if 
a resident does not cut and keep in order grass plots along 
his sidewalk, the city may do the work and assess the cost 
against the property just the same as for street assessments. 
Now it is optional with a man whether he cuts his grass; 
but under the proposed law, if he failed to do so the city 
does the work and charges it up against the property. 
Another bill by the same author will give City Boards of 
Control the right to approve land plats within a radius of 
five miles beyond the city limits. The object is to protect 
the city against needless expense frequently incurred when 
annexing contiguous territory by requiring that when such 
territory is to be platted it shall be done under regulations 
of the Board. The hill is mcedeled after the Indiana law 
conferring upon city platting commissions jurisdiction over 
10 miles of outlying territory. 


Brown-Tail Moth Crew at Work 


Franklin, N. H.—The brown-tail moth exterminators have 
completed the contract with the city plucking the nests 
from trees on highways and public grounds, and Contractor 
Fred Roberge is now engaged in cleaning the trees on 
private lands with his crew of 20 men. Mr. Roberge’s bill 
against the city is approximately $450, which is less than 
last year. There are many more moth nests this year, but 
the city has not taken the responsibility of caring for trees 
on private lands, as was done in previous seasons when 
private citizens were not required to pay for the work on 
their grounds. 


“Avenue of the Presidents” Discarded 


Washington, D. C.—Asserting that they see no sound rea- 
son for changing the name of Sixteenth street northwest 
to “avenue,” nor for calling it the “Avenue of the Presi- 
dents,” the District Commissioners have signified to Con- 
gress their disapproval of the bill introduced to make the 
change of name legal. The former Board of Commission- 
ers, acting on a petition of the Sixteenth Street Improve- 
ment Association, ordered the name of the street to be 
changed. Corporation Counsel Thomas has advised the 
new Board of Commissioners that the former Board had 
no authority to issue such an order. As a result the order 
has been revoked. 
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Mayor Would Exhibit at Berlin 


Philadelphia, Pa.—In a communication sent to Councils, 
Mayor J. E. Reyburn has requested an appropriation of 
$25,000, to enable the city to present an exhibit at the pro- 
posed American Exposition in Berlin during the summer 
months. In his communication the Mayor says: 

During June, July and August of this year there is to be held 
in the city of Berlin an American Exposition, with the idea of 
demonstrating to the European manufacturer and business man 
the commercial and industrial development of America. This 
Exposition will be the first A!l-American Exposition ever held in 
a foreign country, and will not only demonstrate the development 
of commerce and industry, but will afford an opportunity for 
American municipalities to show any particular development they 
may have accomplished. 

I have been informed that several American municipalities will 
be represented, notably the City of New York, and it is hardly 
necessary to call attention to the advantages of the city of Phila- 
delphia having a representation. There is much that Philadel- 
phia could exhibit that would be attractive, and there is much 
that Philadelphia could do to stimulate her activity along com- 
mercial lines. 

The benefits to be derived from an exhibit of the municipality 
on this occasion are numerous, and as an estimate has becn 
submitted for 1500 square feet, at a cost of $12,000, I would urge 
that your honorable bodies make an appropriation of $25,000 to 
cover the cost of the exhibit and the rental of the space therefor. 

The tone of the Exposition will be distinctly in keeping with its 
high air of enhancing American prestige abroad, and the Exposi- 
tion will be pre-eminently a business one, and will be visited by 
business people. It is my firm belief that it is as essential for 
cities to advertise as it is for individuals. An individual who 
exhibits his wares at an Exposition of this character will not 
make the same impression that a great municipality will make, 
and the city in behalf of itself and its citizens should not neglect 
this opportunity. fy 


City Telephone Exchange Will Save Money 


Pittsburg, Pa—A new system of telephone service for 
the city and city officials has been determined on. Robert 
J. Daley, superintendent of the Bureau of Electricity, and 
Secretary Howard B. Ousler have made arrangements with 
the telephone companies. A city central is to be estab- 
lished to make direct connections with every city depart- 
ment and the homes of the city officials. The new system, 
it is believed, will save the city about $1,800 a year on its 
telephone bill and give more complete, accurate and prompt 
service. The central will have at least five trunk lines, and 
although the number of telephones will be reduced, the 
service will be about doubled. At present the city pays for 
telephones in the homes of the city officials. This piles up 
an expense which can be eliminated by operating these 
lines from the city exchange. The telephone companies 
are particularly anxious for the change. The majority of 
the calls are from one department to another, and these will 
be co-operated independent of the telephone company’s 
exchange boards. 


Recommends Daily Inspection by Engineer 

Syracuse, N. Y.—City Engineer Henry C. Allen has 
recommended a system of daily general inspection of all 
city work being done under contract. Mr. Allen believes 
that an assistant engineer from the Engineering Bureau 
should visit every piece of work every day and make his 
inspections and issue instructions and bring to a uniform 
basis the methods and classes of work. This inspection, it 
is stated, would facilitate the progress of contract con- 
struction and serve to fully protect the interests of the city. 


Wooden Awnings Must Go 

Walla Walla, Wash.—Wooden awnings in the city are 
soon to be a thing of the past, if the City Council continues 
its set policy of rigidly enforcing the provisions of an ordi- 
nance on the books prescribing the removal of all such 
structures. At meetings recently petitions have been pre- 
sented asking the Council to permit awnings on a number 
of streets to remain, but all requests have been denied. 


Will Silence Motor Cars. 

Washington, D. C.—The police regulations covering the 
open muffler on automobiles have been amended to make 
it unlawful for a motor vehicle to emit gas, smoke and 
noise in front of theatres, hotels, churches, places where 
receptions are being held or in any of the parks.

A Summary and Notes of Recent Decisions—Rulings 
of Interest to Municipalities 


Sewer and Water Systems—Validity of Bonds 


Bradshaw et al. vs. City of High Point.—Priv. Laws 1907 
authorized an election upon a proposition to issue bonds 
for improving and extending a city water plant and sewer 
system. Constitution, Article 8, places the control of the 
powers of municipal bodies in contracting debts in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. Laws 1909 granted a city charter, repealed 
all conflicting laws, gave the city full power to provide 
for sewerage and water works, provided that the act should 
be the city’s charter, and that all laws then constituting a 
charter of said city affecting the government thereof as to 
its corporate franchise and powers (except the acts re- 
lating to the issuance of bonds and granting of franchises) 
and all laws of a public and general nature inconsistent 
with or within the purview of the act were repealed as 
far only as they affected the city, and expressly authorized 
the City Council to fund the city’s debts by issuing bonds. 
Held, that the city, having contracted for the extension and 
improvement of its sewers and water systems, and being 
unable to provide for the payment of the work out of cur- 
rent revenue or funds on hand, could issue bonds to raise 
the necessary funds without an election, as required by 
Priv. Laws 1907.. Municipal authorities are empowered to 
issue bonds to fund a valid debt——Supreme Court of North 
Carolina. 66 S. E. R., 601. 


Water Companies—Reasonableness of Rates 

McCook Waterworks Co. vs. City of McCook et al.— 
Where a city, in the exercise of power delegated to it by 
the Legislature, enacts an ordinance fixing the rates which 
a public service corporation may exact for water furnished 
to consumers, a court of equity should not interfere with 
the enforcement of the ordinance before there has been a 
fair trial showing the practical results of its actual opera- 
tion, unless the rates are clearly confiscatory. Rates which 
a public service corporation may exact for furnishing water 
to a city and its inhabitants are presumed to be lawful and 
reasonable when fixed by an ordinance passed in the exer- 
cise of legislative power. A public service corporation en- 
gaged in the business of furnishing water to a city and its 
inhabitants must make a full disclosure of the value of the 
property devoted to that purpose and of its earnings and 
expenses, when it assails as confiscatory rates fixed by or- 
dinance.—Supreme Court of Nebraska. 124 V. W. R._ Ioo. 


Special Assessments—Rebate 

Savage-Scofield Co. vs. City of Tacoma et al.—An crdi- 
nance requiring a street railway company laying its tracks 
on a paved street to pay into the city treasury the cost of 
the pavement of the part of the street between the tracks, 
between the rails, etc., and that the same shall be “rebated” 
to the owners of the property where the special assessment 
against the same shall have been paid, applies only to the 
ordinary case where the owner at the time the assessment 
was paid was the owner at the time of the payment 
into the treasury by the company, and it does not provide 
for a case where the person who paid the assessment sold 
the premises to a purchaser before the payment into the 
treasury by the company; the word “rebate” meaning to 
draw back.—Supreme Court of Washington. 105 P. R. 
1033. 

Bond Election—Notice 

Tyson vs. City of Salisbury—Where an act authorizing 
the issue of bonds by a city referred the date of the matur- 
ity of the bonds to the determination of the Board of Alder- 
men, it was not necessary that such matter should be 
stated in the call for or notice of election.—Supreme Court 
of North Carolina. 66 S. E. R., 532. 

Icy Sidewalk—Liability 
Wilson vs. City of Idaho Falls—Where ice and snow have 


not accumulated upon a sidewalk so as to create an ob- 
struction, mere slipperiness and unevenness caused by 


tramping, thawing and freezing, in case of an accident, will 
not render the municipality liable—Supreme Court of Idaho, 
105 P. R., 1057. 
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Citizen and Business Corporation Defined 


Greenough, Atty. Gen. vs. Board of Police Com’rs of 
Town of Tiverton.—The noun “citizen” has been defined to 
be one who enjoys the freedom and privileges of a city; a 
freeman of a city, as distinguished from a foreigner, or 
one not entitled to its franchises; an inhabitant of a city; 
a townsman; a person, native, or naturalized, of either sex, 
who owes allegiance to a government and is entitled to 
reciprocal protection from it; one who is domiciled in a 
country, and who is a citizen, though neither native nor 
naturalized, in such a sense that he takes his legal status 
from such country. In English law, the term means an in- 
habitant of a city; the representative of a city, in Parlia- 
ment. In American law, a citizen is one who, under the 
Constitution and laws of the United States, has a right 
to vote for Representatives in Congress and other public 
officers, and who is qualified to fill offices in the gift of the 
people; one of the sovereign people; a constituent member 
of the sovereignty, synonymous with the people; a mem- 
ber of the civil state, entitled to all its privileges. A person 
may be a citizen for commercial purposes, and not for 
political purposes. The word “elector,” or “voter,” is a 
technical term, descriptive of a citizen having constitutional 
and statutory qualifications to vote. The term “business 
corporation” means a corporation engaged in financial deal- 
ings, buying and selling, traffic, and mercantile transactions 
in general, and includes a corporation organized to manu- 
facture, distill, buy, sell, import, export, exchange, and 
otherwise acquire, hold, own, deal in, or dispose of wines, 
spirits, liquors, ales, and beers at wholesale or retail or 
otherwise. A domestic corporation, organized to manu- 
facture and deal in intoxicating liquors, spirits, etc., is a 
“citizen resident of the state” within Gen. Laws 1906, pro- 
viding that the town council of the several towns and boards 
of commissioners may grant liquor license to such citizens 
resident within the state, for the manufacture and sale of 
liquor, as they deem proper.—Supreme Court of Rhode 
Island: 74 A. (R. “785. 

Salary of Officer—Resignation 

Hanson vs. City of Rome.—H. was elected Superintend- 
ent of the Water Works of Rome by the Water Commis- 
sion for one year at a salary of $1,500 a year. Before the 
expiration cf his term the Water Commission was abolished 
and H. voluntarily surrendered his office because he 
“thought it his duty to go out with them.” Held, whether 
the act of the Legislature abolishing the Water Com- 
misison was constitutional or not, H. cannot recover the 
unearned salary of the office which he made no effort to 
retain, and which he had voluntarily resigned—Court of 
Appeals of Georgia. 66 S. E. R., 552. 


Torts of Officers—Liability of Municipality 

Faucheux vs. Town of St. Martinville—When the Mayor 
of a town clears the banks of a stream of trespassers, in 
accordance with the will of the Town Council, he is per- 
forming a public duty, as the municipality has the author- 
ity to clear, in a legal manner, all public property from 
encroachment and trespass by private individuals. When 
the Mayor employs an irregular method, the municipality is 
responsible for any damages which might arise because of 
the employment of this irregular method. While the banks 
of Bayou Teche are public property and owe a servitude 
to the public, still those who have occupied them in good 
faith for many years must be proceeded against in regular 
form, unless there is a necessity for the removal under 
certain circumstances. It is not evident that plaintiff’s cabin 
was on land burdened with a servitude—Supreme Court of 
Louisiana. 50 S. R., 800. 


Taxes—Recovery 


Long vs. Village of Dundee—A suit tc recover back 
taxes paid will not lie when the only complaint that can be 
made is that the proceedings in their levy and collection 
have been irregular. Where a village assessment was prop- 
erly authorized to be, and was properly, spread, that a 
larger amount than was authorized was imposed on and 
was paid by plaintiff did not entitle him to recover against 
the village in an action for money had and received; his 
remedy, if any, being against the collector—Supreme Court 
of Michigan.
